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UFO REPORTED 

HITCHCOCK — About ten people 
called police late Tuesday to report 
seeing an unidentified flying object 
(UFO) swoop and hover between 
Hitchcock and Sante Fe. authorities 
said. 

Wltnesess reported seeing the 
craft near FM 1764 at about 10 p.m. 

One caller told police the UFO 
hovered over his house for several 
minutes, flew north, and then re¬ 
turned to hover over his house 
again. 

A second caller reported a simi¬ 
lar incident, police said. 

One witness said he saw U.S. Air 
Force jets chase the UFO. Howev¬ 


er. officials at Ellington Air Force 
Base near Houston, were not 
available for comment. 

A Galveston County Sheriffs 
Department dispatcher said she 
had about five calls reporting the 
UFO 

Officers with the Sante Fe Police 
Department went to the location of 
the sighting, but did not see any 
UFOs, sources said. 

Scores of people reported seeing a 
UFO hover and swoop over parts of 
Galveston County last month. 

Authorities do not yet have an 
explanation for the strange 
sightings. 


Reported UFO sightings 
in area remain mystery

. Federal Aviation Administration 
g officials said the witnesses may have 
z aeen a plane taking off and a new 
2 landing light system at the Lyoch- 
Q burg Municipal Airport. 

Larry Cole, local FAA tower 
chief, said, "Evington is our ap¬ 
proach pattern. The landing lights 
direct that way. You can really get 
some weird sightings off of clouds.” 

Airport weather records show a 
low cloud cover Oct. 2 * with no fog. 

The UFO flight pattern was the 
same as Air Virginia’s 7:10 p.m. 
flight to Roanoke. That flight may 
have been slightly late fitting the 
time of the sightings at about 7.30 
p.m., an airline spokesman said. 

Officials said Piedmont Airlines 
does not fly that late in the day. Offi¬ 
cials also said no air military opera¬ 
tions have been reported in the area. 

Three people contacted authori¬ 
ties to report they had seen an un¬ 
identified Dying object. The first 
witness spotted lights in the sky at 
Airport Road, the second saw lights 
over Evington, and the third saw 
lights over Brookneal. 

The witnesses asked not to be 
identified, deputies said. 

According to Campbell County 
Sheriffs Department, the descrip¬ 
tions of the UFO were similar. 

The Airport Road sighting at 7:27 
p.m. was described as “a large, 
bright light that appeared to be chan- 


ging shapes." 

The Evingtoo sighting at 7:29 
p.m. was described at “round in 
shape, five feet in diameter and it 
disappeared from sight through the 
trees.” 

The Brookneal sighting at 7:39 
p.m. was described as “long tubular 
with sparkly lights on each end.” 

Cole couldn't say for sure what 
the UFO might have been, but he 
explained his theory: 

In May, the airport installed a ra¬ 
dio-activated landing light system 
that allow the pilot to turn on the 
approach lights as be comes in. The 
system is designed to save energy 
because the lights are only on while 
the pilot is landing, not all night. 

The system is also designed to 
vary in intensity depending on the 
pilot’s needs. The pilot can control 
how bright be wants the landing 
lights by radio The new system has 
one setting that is brighter than the 
original fixed system was. If that set¬ 
ting was used by a pilot, residents 
might not have been used to it and 
thought it was unusual. 

Cole had one problem with his 
own explanation, however. “Ap¬ 
proach lights are used on landing, 
not takeoffs," he said. 

The path of the object was away 
from the airport. 

Officials that handle aircraft traf¬ 
fic when the Lynchburg tower is 
closed said there are no records 
available to show if any additional 
planes used the airport that night, 
officials said. 

Cole said the FAA has not had a 
UFO research bureau for years and 
refers all reports to private organixa 
tions. FAA officials have had no re¬ 
ports of UFO activity.

One Is a technical writer for 
Hanford Nuclear Facility 
near Richland. Wash., the 
other is an unemployed Pen¬ 
dleton man with training in 
law enforcement. 

Although as different in ap¬ 
pearance as they are in occu¬ 
pational background, they 
nevertheless have one com¬ 
mon bond — their mutual fas¬ 
cination with the UFO 
phenomenon and what they 
call their healthy skepticism 
of it 

Greg Long, 34, of Richland 
is a lanky, scholarly-looking 
man with dark hair and a 
quiet eloquence of speech. 
Cole Cordray. 38, of Pendleton 
has the solid build of a boxer, 
coupled with a frank, open, 
personality. 

Neither has any resem¬ 
blance to the wide-eyed eccen¬ 
trics who hover about the 
fringes of the UFO cult. Nei¬ 
ther talks glibly about trips to 
Venus and Mars or of telepa¬ 
thic contacts with alien beings 
who dole out cryptic messages 
for the betterment of man¬ 
kind. 

Instead, the empirical ob¬ 
jectivity of Long and Cordray 
seems as stern as that of sci¬ 
entific researchers in more 
accepted fields, an objectivity 
so strict, the two will not per¬ 
mit themselves to publicize 
their personal views of the 
five or so current UFO the¬ 
ories. 

There is simply not enough 
information, they say, and 
they must keep their minds 
open to other possibilities. 

Their mutual quest for the 
underpinnings of the UFO 
mystery is a lonely, usually 
thankless search done with 
their own funds and spare 
time, they admit. Yet neither 
has thoughts of giving it up. It 
is important that SOMEONE 
look into the phenomenon, 
they maintain, since the U S. 
government won’t. 

At present the only NATO 
country with an official gov¬ 
ernment investigation of 
UFOs under way is France, 
says Long. 

The U.S. Air Force's Proj¬ 
ect Blue Book, a low-level ef¬ 
fort to collect such 
Information during the 1950s 
and '60s, was discontinued in 
1969 

Both Long and Cordray are 
members of a UFO investiga¬ 
tion organization called MU¬ 
FON (Mutual UFO Network), 
composed of about 1,200 mem¬ 


bers. Headquartered in Se- 
guin, Texas, near San 
Antonio, the organization's 
purpose is to scientifically 
document legitimate UFO 
sightings, says Long. 

Long is Washington state di¬ 
rector in the organization, 
Cordray is Oregon state direc¬ 
tor. 

There is no sense of territo¬ 
rial turf in the titles though. 
When a promising UFO sight¬ 
ing presents itself, the two of¬ 
ten work together on the old 
premise that two heads are 
better than one, says Long. 

"The reason we work so 
well together is that we both 
think alike," said Cordray. 
"We’re both skeptics.” 

Although they do not have 
the mechanical equipment to 
measure burn marks and 
other physical evidences of 
UFOs which were popularized 
in the TV series "Project 
UFO,” they ask careful ques¬ 
tions. using printed MUFON 
guidelines. They also will take 
photographs of burn patterns 
when appropriate. 

Besides the appearance of 
the UFO, they collect data as 
to duration of sighting, the ob¬ 
ject’s altitude, speed and dis¬ 
tance. 

When possible, they get 
statements of corroborating 
witnesses. They record this 


data on forms, which are then 
sent to MUFON headquarters. 
All inquiries are kept confi¬ 
dential. 

"There is a growing public 
awareness of the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon. but there is still a 
reluctance to take that first 
step and tell someone about a 
sighting," says Long. 

Because of the govern¬ 
ment’s official indifference to 
sightings, many still feel there 
is a stigma attached to seeing 
a UFO, the two say. Witnesses 
risk being labeled eccentric 
by relatives, friends and pub¬ 
lic authorities. 

Consequently, MUFON rec¬ 
ommends that witnesses NOT 
contact the military, at least 
not until after a MUFON rep¬ 
resentative has been notified, 
says Ixjng. 

The reason is that the gov¬ 
ernment, for whom the UFO 
phenomenon is an embaras- 
sment, may not make good 
use of the information, he 
maintains. MUFON will at 
least keep a record of it, un¬ 
less it proves to be a hoax or is 
identified as a recognizable 
object, he says. 

The two are quick to point 
out that they know of no con¬ 
spiracy by government to sup¬ 
press UFO information. The 
phenomenon simply receives 
little attention there. 


Neither Cordray nor Long 
have personally had a UFO 
experience. They both be¬ 
came MUFON investigators 
out of sheer curiousity — the 
characteristically human de¬ 
sire to know. Greater public 
familiarity has made their 
quest seem less eccentric now 
than it was as recently as 10 
years ago, they say. 

"Surveys have shown that 
three out of four people in this 
country believe UFOs exist,” 
says Cordray. 

Despite Eastern Oregon’s 
low population density, it is 
actually as good or better a 
place for UFO sightings than 
a metropolitan area, Long 
adds. 

"The problem is that ranch¬ 
ers or farmers are more apt to 
keep things to themselves, un¬ 
less they can find someone 
who will treat them with the 
respect they deserve," he 
says. 

"Actually, city people tend 
not to look up as often as rural 
people and the skies aren't as 
clear in cities. A higher per¬ 
centage of UFO sightings are 
reported in less populated 
areas.”

UFO investigators study close encounter on 1-5

The young man and his girl 
friend had stopped their truck 
along Interstate 5 midway be¬ 
tween Seattle and Astoria 
when they saw It — a cylindri¬ 
cal-shaped object with two 
orange lights and a bright 
white one. The three lights 
were roughly arranged In the 
shape of a triangle. 

The driver had noticed the 
lights earlier in his rear view 
mirror as he was driving 
down the dark highway. But 
each time he turned to look at 
the road behind him, he could 
see nothing. 

It was a clear, fogless night, 
sometime between 1:30 and 2 
a m. The driver mentioned 
the lights to the woman, who 
noticed the two orange ones, 
but couldn't see the third be¬ 
cause of her position in the 
truck. 

After trying to dodge the 
mysterious beams for miles, 
the driver, frustrated, angry 
and puzzled, finally decided to 
confront them. He pulled over 
on the right hand side of the 
highway and opened the door. 

The object was hovering 
about 500 feet away, across a 


ravine above the 30-40 foot 
high trees on the other side of 
the highway. It was shrouded 
In a strange mist. 

The man and woman 
watched transfixed when sud¬ 
denly a white light came on 
beneath the bottom two 
orange lights. 

Just as the driver stepped 
down from the cab, a white 
flash blinded him. 

"It felt like....it was some¬ 
thing there and It was watch¬ 
ing me...like It was scoping 
me out," he said later. 

The object quickly ap¬ 
proached to within 100-200 feet 
of the truck. Struck with fear, 
the man leaped into the cab. 
started the engine and sped 
away. 

"I'm glad she (his girlf¬ 
riend) was with me," he noted 
later. "Otherwise I would 
have been going nuts.'' 

The story is a true account 
of a close encounter. 

It was probed by Greg Long 
of Richland. Wash., one of two 
field Investigators working in 
Eastern Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton. He and Cole Cordray of 
Pendleton are members of 
MUFON (Mutual UFO Net¬ 
work), an organization ded¬ 
icated to probing the UFO 
phenomenon.

After investigating the inci¬ 
dent. Long concluded that it 
was a legitimate UFO sight¬ 
ing — meaning that it couldn't 
be Identified as any known ob¬ 
ject or aircraft. 

What it was. a craft from 
another planet, a psychologi¬ 
cal projection or time ma¬ 
chine, no one knows. 

The search to discover what 
lies behind the UFO phenome¬ 
non is rife with such cases, 
say Long and Cordray, Wit¬ 
nesses often wait days or even 
weeks to talk about the inci¬ 
dents and the physical evi¬ 
dence is, for the most part, 
nonexistent. Often, all that re¬ 
mains are some descriptions, 
perhaps a schematic drawing 
and a dost re to forget 


Despite these drawbacks, 
the search has yielded valu¬ 
able information hinting at a 
common bond behind most 
sightings, say the two men. 

"There seems to be a strong 
psychic component in most 
encounters," Cordray says. 

"For instance, there are nu¬ 
merous instances of people 
having a strong urging to go to 
a window. Once there, they of¬ 
ten see a UFO near their 
house. 

"They report that the UFO 
seems to be observing them, 
In many cases they have a 
telepathic experience where 
the craft or beings in the craft 
give a message to them. 

"In addition, they fre¬ 
quently report objects 


materializing and dcmuti-n.v 
lizing out of nothing

All the current "theories -if 
UFO origin are highly specu¬ 
lative at best. Long says. 

The most common is the ex 
traterrestrial hypothesis 
which Identifies UFOs as 
spacecraft from a more ad¬ 
vanced planet. Other popular 
explanations are that the craft 
come from a parallel universe 
or from a different tim» di¬ 
mension. 

Some theorists suggest the 
craft are secret American 
weapons, or craft from a mys¬ 
terious civilization deep in the 
earth (the hollow earth the 
ory) or under the sea. The 
most modern theory attrib¬ 
utes the craft to psychological 
manifestations of a collective 
unconscious, based on con¬ 
cepts developed by psyclila-

There are two ways to take UFO’s,

W ASHINGTON (LPlj An 
organization of UFO buffs is 
seeking a close encounter with 
I he Supreme Court in a battle 
over 135 UFO-related docu¬ 
ments held by the super-secret 
National Security Agency 

A New York City-based group 
called Citizens Against UFO Se- 
rreev wants the justices to order 
the agency to release the myste¬ 
rious material under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act. 

The case began in late 1978 
when the UFO group filed a for¬ 
mal request for 18 agency docu¬ 
ments under the information 
law The National Security 
Agency flatly refused to release 
ihe information, claiming that it 
is exempt from disclosure under 
the law 

A few months later, the group 
expanded its request to include 
“ail documents in the possession 


or under the control of the Na¬ 
tional Security Agency relating 
to or pertaining to Unidentified 
Flying Objects and the UFO 
phenomena 

In response the agency ad¬ 
mitted it has 135 such UFO-re 
lated" documents, but again 
declined to release them It 
claimed that such disclosure 
would reveal some of its top se¬ 
cret electronic monitoring and 
interception techniques. 

The agency is a Defense De¬ 
partment unit headquartered at 
Fort Meade. Md One of its main 
responsibilities is to gather for 
eign intelligence information by 
intercepting radio communica¬ 
tions sent to or from foreign 
governments 

The agency told the UFO 
buffs. NSA must focus its inter¬ 
ception activities on those par¬ 
ticular communications lines. 


channels, links or systems which 
yield the highest proportion of 
useful foreign intelligence in¬ 
formation 

What foreign governments 
do not know is which of the vast 
number of radio communica¬ 
tions NSA attempts to intercept, 
which are intercepted, and. of 
those that are intercepted, 
which yield to NSA processing 
methods and techniques. ’ NSA 
Policy Chief Eugene Yeatessaid 
in a letter to the UFO group 

“It is the protection of this 
critical information that is at 
the heart of the instant case. .’ he 
added 

That refusal prompted the or 
ganization to file suit in federal 
District Court in Washington 

The agency, urging the court 
to throw out the case, filed one 
public affidavit and one confi¬ 
dential affidavit that was re¬ 


viewed in private by Judge 
Gerhard (iesell 

The judge dismissed the case 
in 1980. declaring, release of 
this material could seriously 
jeopardize the work of the agen¬ 
cy and the security of the United 
States ' 

The UFO group then look the 
dispute to the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals for the District of Colum¬ 
bia. but that panel affirmed 
Gesell’s decision. 

Appealing to the Supreme 
Court, the UFO buffs argued. 

The district court accepted 
without question NSA's over¬ 
broad claim of exemption ' 
from the information act.

Are we alone in the solar system? 

Once again strange lights have been reported in the sky 
over the Eagle Creek area Are they meteors, odd 
retractions of light, normal aircraft — or could they be 
alien spacecraft from other worlds? Though the term 
‘‘UFO" is tainted with connotations of craziness on the 
pari of the beholder it contains the truest description of 
what these sightings are They are unidentified flying 
objects 

Earl Garrick didn’t really want to tell the world about 
what he saw Wednesday night 

“People think you’re crazy when you talk about 
spaceships.” said the Eagle Creek resident. 

But his wife told a neighbor and the neighbor told the 
Clackamas County news so Garrick gamely described the 
bright light that woke the dogs at about 1:30 a.m. 

“They were really making a fuss,” said Garrick, “and 
that got me out of bed." Garrick and his wife thought they 
heard a squeaking, like alien chatter or weird radar blips. 

"I got up and went to the bathroom. I could see out the 
window a huge, bright light hovering over the pump 
house. It was round. I thought it was the moon at first. 
Then I realized the moon was above it," said Garrick. 

Then the dogs got quiet and the squeaking noise 
stopped 

“It hung there, right above the pump house, for a long 
time. Then it took off in a northerly direction towards 
Sandy," said Garrick. “I’m not saying it was a real UFO— 
I’m just saying I don’t know what it was.” 

After the light passed through. Garrick went out to call 
the dogs and they wouldn't come The biggest one had 
taken refuge in the doghouse and refused to stir. 

Garrick said he has seen other unexplained lights in the 
sky years ago. when he was still living in Arizona. He 
thinks he knows what’s coming 

“People think you're either crazy or were drunk. You 
really hate to say anything. But there it was and I saw it. 

I just don’t know what it was.” said Garrick. He thinks if 
more people saw things like this, they'd be a little more 
charitable “It’s kind of scary, really, because it doesn’t fit 
anything you know about The thought of not knowing 
what it is and what it might want is also frustrating. Then 
you’re left with a feeling of wonderment. How did it get 
here? Where is it going?" 

Garrick said a neighbor in the Wildcat Mountain area of 
Eagle Creek reported seeing a similar moving light about 
two weeks ago In 1979 other families living in Eagle Creek 
and Barton reported seeing UFO’s over the Barton flats on 
Christmas Eve Then, the sighting was described as red 
lights which flew at great speeds, making amazing aerial 
maneuvers in the sky over Barton 

The tales from the first two witnesses brought other 
stories. One man said he was pursued by flying objects as 
he rode his motorcycle on Highway 224 through the

On Dec. 30. 1978. more than 40 volunteer firemen from 
Boring as well as Clackamas County Sheriff's deputies 
spent over two hours searching for what was believed to 
be a downed plane The authorities had been called by an 
Eagle Creek woman who watched through a large picture 
window as two huge white lights streaked toward their 
house. Tne entire family watched the lights come nearer 
then gradually fade away They listened for a crash but 
heard nothing Then they saw what looked like fire falling 
through the sky and smelled an odor akin to burning 
plastic or insulation Searches of the area near the house 
were fruitless 

As Garrick said, it's not easy to see the unusual objects 
in the sky and talk about them to others. “I know what I 
saw and I know my state of mind at the time, but that 
doesn’t mean anyone will believe you. You just have to go 
with your senses.” said Garrick. 

His sightings come at the tail end of a period of meteor 
showers, the Geminid showers, which fall in December. 
This year's meteor activity has been intense, making the 
news with bright flashes even in the daytime. Garrick said 
his object was too big to be a meteor. "Anyway, it wasn’t 
falling, it was hovering over my pump house," he said. 
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Three Starks residents who say they sighted a UFO Saturday

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UFO Investigator Challenges U.S. Government Secrecy

COVENTRY — Craft piloted oy 
creatures from far-off planets have 
been penetrating our airspace for 
years. Many federal officials know this 
and have been covering it up since the 
mid-1950s 

That, at least, is the contention of 
many Americans and foreigners who 
claim to have seen UFOs. It is a theory 
at which federal authorities scoff. 

But Lawrence Fawcett is a believer. 
Fawcett, an amiable and articulate 
police officer who has worked for the 
Coventry Police Department for 12 
years, says he has seen such craft, in¬ 
vestigated them and believed in them 
for 20 years. 

On the walls of his home are photo¬ 
graphs he says are evidence that un¬ 
identified flying objects from outer 
space have visited Earth. 

And the official documents Fawcett 
has pried from government files since 
1977 present what he considers proof 
positive. 

Many of the documents were re¬ 
leased under court orders in freedom 
of information suits filed against the 
government, which keeps a heavy lid 
on all reported sightings of UFOs, an 
acronym that, for many people, evokes 
a special blend of fear and cynicism. 

Many sightings never are reported 
because of fear of official retribution, 
according to many who believe UFOs 
are from far-off planets. And some be¬ 
lievers say cover-ups by the CIA, FBI, 
National Security Agency and all arms 
of the military constitute a rug under 
which 20 years of sightings have been 
swept. 

“Since 1947, the government's pos¬ 
ture has been that UFOs do not exist 
and pose no threat to the country,” 
Fawcett says. 

When the government admits that 
the objects reported by military pilots 
and others are from other planets — 
an admission Fawcett believes will 
have to be made eventually — it "will 
shake up all of civilization," Fawcett 
says. 

When questioned recently about 
Fawcett's assertions, officials of the 
CIA. FBI, Air Force and the National 
Security Agency either flatly denied or 
laughed at the suggestion that UFO re¬ 
ports have been covered up. 

Fawcett is one of seven regional di¬ 
rectors of the nationwide Citizens 
Against UFO Secrecy, a non-profit or¬ 
ganization that since 1977 successfully 
has sued the government for more 
than 3,000 formerly secret reports of 
sightings by military and civilian per¬ 
sonnel. 

If they do not prove the existence of 
creatures from far-off planets, Faw¬ 
cett says, the documents at least con¬ 
tain convincing evidence that unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects have been 
penetrating both foreign and domestic 
airspace for years. 

Standing in his "command post,” the 
basement of his Coventry home, Faw¬ 
cett points to the photographs on the 
wood-paneled walls and recalls the 
tale behind each picture. 

There are framed pictures of sau¬ 
cer-shaped blurs streaking across a 
cloudless sky. There are photographs 
of cattle whose hearts and genitals 


have been removed with surgical pre¬ 
cision possible only with a laser. 

And there are cornfields — eerie 
stretches of farmland punctuated by 
11-foot-diameter bare spots where, 
says Fawcett, “Nothing will grow for 
three to four years although every¬ 
thing was fine the morning before." 

As a regional director of the Citizens 
Against UFO Secrecy, Fawcett inves¬ 
tigates UFO sightings throughout New 
England. After conducting an investi¬ 
gation, which often includes the work 
of chemists, doctors and other experts, 
he sends his report to the Center for 
UFO Studies in Arizona. He has con¬ 
ducted more than 100 investigations 
since 1977. 

He recently returned from Washing¬ 
ton, D C., where he is suing the Nation¬ 
al Security Agency, the FBI and the 
CIA for withholding what Fawcett 
calls "an additional 135 documents 
which further prove the overwhelming 
evidence that UFOs definitely exist.” 

Fawcett said a three-judge panel of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals will rule in 
1982 on his suit, an appeal of a lower- 
court ruling that the federal agencies 
do not have to release the documents. 

The National Security Agency con¬ 
tends that disclosure of the documents 


would compromise the nation’s intelli¬ 
gence-gathering techniques and jeop¬ 
ardize national security. The agency 
used the same defense when unsuc¬ 
cessfully arguing against release of 
the many documents Fawcett and the 
Citizens Against Secrecy already have 
obtained. 

"We have no interest in information 
on how CIA agents conduct their work 
or anything like that. We only want 
information pertaining to UFOs. The 
people of this country have the right to 
know,” Fawcett says. 

The reports Fawcett does have — 
from the Air Force, the Navy, the 
State Department and other agencies 
— contain accounts of observations 
and the pursuit of unidentified objects 
by military planes. 

The typical military account of a 
UFO sighting describe an Air Force 
command post’s picking up inexplica¬ 
ble signals on its radar screen: unac¬ 
counted-for blips moving at unusually 
high speeds. 


Several U.S. fighter jets take off to 
investigate. They find the object, 
which often is described in the reports 
as a helicopter, a saucer, lights or 
merely an unconventional aircraft. 

The jets pursue the object but can¬ 
not keep up with it. Typically, the UFO 
demonstrates extraordinary speed and 
the ability to make instant, 90-degree 
changes in direction, which airplanes 
cannot. 


Pilots in three cases attempted to 
fire missiles at the unidentified craft 
but found as they did so that their in¬ 
struments were providing inaccurate 
readings or no readings at all. 

The UFOs had disappeared by the 
time the pilots got proper readings 
again. 

Reports of such sightings by mili¬ 
tary personnel are forwarded immedi¬ 
ately to the classified drawers in var¬ 
ious federal agencies’ offices. 

But the NSA, which is in charge of 
monitoring radio communication 
throughout the world, usually has the 
bulk of UFO information, Fawcett 
says. It is the NSA that picks up radio 
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Lawrence Fawcett keeps tabs on UFO information from the office in his 
Coventry home.

communication of military personnel 
pursuing such “unconventional air¬ 
craft.” 

Fawcett’s interest in UFOs stems 
from a 1965 incident in which he was 
standing in an automobile dealership 
across the street from an electric sub¬ 
station in Manchester. 

As he tells it, a disc-shaped craft 
“the size of a 747” descended and ho¬ 
vered yards above the electrical plant. 
A long metal rod was extended from 
the craft. 

“Then electricity jumped from the 
substation to the UFO for about 25 sec¬ 
onds. Manchester had a momentary 
brownout. Then it just lifted up and 
was out of sight,” he said. 

What frightens Fawcett about UFOs 
is the degree to which our technology 
pales beside "theirs." 

‘The ability of their technology to 
penetrate our military bases is scary,” 
he said. 

Speculation about what extraterres¬ 
trial creatures are like and what moti¬ 
vates them is not a favorite topic of 
conversation for Fawcett 

His reluctance to make wild as¬ 
sumptions about alien beings increases 
his credibility and sets him apart from 
UFO believers who are more willing to 
speculate about humanoid creatures 
piloting the craft. 

"I don’t like to deal with those ques¬ 
tions. That is when people say you are 
a quack. I only deal with things that 
have been documented and (with) get¬ 
ting those documents,” he said. 

But as an investigator, he does have 
to deal with those questions as he lis¬ 
tens to witnesses reporting humanoid 
creatures milling about and space¬ 
crafts’ plucking hapless drivers out of 
their cars, only to return them days 
later. 

”1 don't take every story at face val¬ 
ue. Many stories are simply contrived 
But there are also many instances, 
credible instances, of close encoun¬ 
ters,” he said, although he expressed 
reluctance to discuss the more uncon¬ 
ventional tales of alien kidnapping. 

Fawcett says contrived stories hurt 
the credibility of more reliable wit¬ 
nesses and make it easier for the gov¬ 
ernment to disregard reports of sight¬ 
ings. 


Both military personnel and civil¬ 
ians “are sure to be called lunatics 
whenever they report a sighting,” 
Fawcett says. 

“There are hundreds of stories about 
people losing their jobs, their spouses 
and their self-respect after reporting 
one,” he says. 

Fawcett says the popular movie, 
“Close Encounters of the Third Kind” 
was based on one such true story about 
a man who lost his job and wife after 
seeing an alien spacecraft and becom¬ 
ing obsessed with the need to prove his 
sanity. 

Although the U.S. government has 
been much less willing to investigate 
UFOs than some other countries, most 
notably France, the Air Force did con¬ 
duct one study, Project Blue Book. 

Fawcett calls that investigation “a 
total sham.” 

Like many others, Fawcet' believes, 
“The government got more than they 
bargained for, so they ended the whole 
project” 

The Air Force closed the covers on 
Project Blue Book in 1969. 

When federal officials discuss UFOs 
now, they blame reported sightings on 
atmospheric phenomena, conventional 
aircraft unfamiliar to the observer or 
unconventional aircraft from foreign 
nations. 

A Pentagon spokesman who re¬ 
quested that his name be withheld be¬ 
cause “I don’t want to be harassed by 
UFO nuts for the rest of my life” said, 
"Project Blue Book of the '60s con¬ 
cluded that there was not enough evi¬ 
dence of UFOs to justify spending all 
that money and time on the matter. 
And Project Blue Book showed that 
they (UFOs) didn’t appear to pose a 
threat to national security, so we 
stopped looking into them. 

‘'There is no coverup. We don’t deal 
with UFOs. You can’t cover up some¬ 
thing you have nothing to do with,” he 
added. 

Concerning reports of UFO sight¬ 
ings, he said, “We tell people to report 
the incidents to their local law en¬ 
forcement officials.” 

A National Security Agency spokes¬ 
man said, “We can’t discuss the matter 
(UFOs) because the incident is under 
litigation, and we can’t discuss our op¬ 
erations anyway.”

FARMINGTON - WKTJ radio is 
planning a UFO hunt in the Starks area, 
News Director Larry Bisbee said 
Wednesday after several area residents 
telephoned the station’s “Insight” pro¬ 
gram to report encounters with UFOs. 

Bisbee said the station plans to set 
up a remote in the area where unidenti¬ 
fied flying objects were sighted recent¬ 
ly by several residents and hoped to 
“have people come out and watch with 
us ” No date was immediately set. 

“We want to be the first to speak to 
an alien.’ s-»d Bisbee.

Several area residents called the 
station’s “Insight” program Wednes¬ 
day morning and reported seeing ob¬ 
jects in the sky recently, including two 
people who apparently saw the same 
thing from different places. 

One lady who said she lived near 
Maine Dowell said about a month to six 
weeks ago she saw a bright object, 
without color, in the sky at about 9 p m. 
on two successive nights.

On Nov 23 or 24. a Farmington wom¬ 
an reported, she looked out a window 
after lieanng a “loud explosion” and 
saw a “bright object” over the woods 
that was “moving from side to side." 

Anna Kirschner of Porter Hill said 
two years ago she saw two UFOs, one 
over Farmington and one over Wilton. 

One, she said, “we sat with blnocir 
lars and watched for over an hour and it 
was so close . that we could see the 
portholes in it and it flashed red, blue, 
green, and yellow colors.”

Mark Brinkorhoff of 
New York City, a friend of 
Kred Stoessel of Gover¬ 
nors Island, expressed a 
theory today about why

"UFO's also resjiond to 
the earth's energy, and 
work with it.” he alleged. 

Brinkerhoff, now 28. 
said since he was taken 
aboard a UFO years ago, 
from time to time UFO's 
have followed him and 
communicated with him 
tclepathically, although 
this has not happened 
since he moved to Man¬ 
hattan. he noted. 

Brinkerhoff said he only 
saw one seven foot figure 
while aboard the craft, 
"although I could sense 
others there." The figure 
had “brown colored skin 
and elongated eyes ... he 


talked with me with his 
mind," he added. 

Since the recent earth¬ 
quakes in Maine and New 
Hampshire, there have 
been no sightings of UFOs 
reported in the area, 
although that doesn't 
mean they aren't around, 
Brinkerhoff contends.

UFOs: A Cosmic Watergate?

In the letters column of various 
newspapers, back in the sixties, I us¬ 
ed to voice my concern about an 
issue that to this day remains 
unresolved. 

Oh, I know federal officials say 
there’s never been a need for con¬ 
cern about what they could (and did) 
pass off as mere myth: the spacy 
UFO encounters that every seven 
years or so would whet the fancies of 
aficionados and fallacy exposers 
alike. 

AND I’M AWARE that every time 
a wave of UFO sightings sweeps 
over the populace, the government's 
UFO policymakers hasten to remind 
us that their past overt investigative 
efforts (e.g., USAF Project Blue 
Book and the Condon Committee 
Report) should allay any alarmism. 

At the risk of being labeled alar¬ 
mist. however, I advise the 
uninitiated reader that the evidence 
can, and eventually will, speak for 
itself. And there are two kinds of 
evidence: that which the govern¬ 
ment admits to, and that which it 
resists admitting to. 


THE FIRST CASE, filed against 
the Central Intelligence Agency over 
three years ago by Ground Saucer 
Watch, Inc., of Phoenix, Ariz., has 
produced nearly 1,000 pages of UFO- 


related documentation. But that 
package of everything from UFO- 
sighting reports to policy memos on 
the roles/missions of official UFO 
research represents only the tip of 
the iceberg. The base of the berg 
lurks behind a paper curtain rein¬ 
forced by the several FOIA exemp¬ 
tions trotted out at the convenience 
of the government. That curtain 
shields not only the CIA but also its 
sister body — the super-secret Na¬ 
tional Security Agency, which is try¬ 
ing to get itself totally exempted 
from FOIA compliance and which is 
trying to defend itself in the case of 
Ctttzeni Against UFO Secrecy 
(CAUS) vs. NSA. 

ON OCT. 28, a three-judge appeals 
court panel beard oral arguments in 
the NSA appeal by the plaintiff, a 
public-interest groig) headquartered 
in Arlington. Six days later the panel 
ruled in favor of the Agency, setting 
the stage for the first UFO-related 
freedom-of-information case ever to 
be appealed to the US. Supreme 
Court. 

In representing Citizens Against 
UFO Secrecy, New York lawyer 
Peter A. Gersten brings with him a 
modest record of success in making 
the government acountable for its 
vast storehouse of UFO documenta¬ 
tion. Already be has succeeded in 
having the Central Intelligence 
Agency disclose a formerly secret 
batch of material that, in his view, 
shows that certain critics of the 
government's UFO research back in 
the sixties knew what they were 
talking about Right now, he’s doing 
the ground work for still another 
FOIA suit — to compel the Air Force 
to release all the details surrounding 


the now-famous series of UFO 
flyovers at some sensitive UA 
military installations in the Nor¬ 
theast back in 1975. 

UPON ANNOUNCING his latest 
litigation plans during the week of 
Oct. 25-31 (National Freedom of 
UFO Information Week, as declared 
by CAUS), Gersten set the tone for 
the months ahead. He would, be 
said, provide free legal assistance to 
any present or former miliary per¬ 
son who because of having come for¬ 
ward with the necessary “hard 
evidence” of UFO reality incurs 
persecution or prosecution at the 
hands of government authorities.

THE FIRST KIND often gets 
paraded out by officials to bolster 
their contention that certain 
privately-funded UFO researchers 
should get off their government’s 
back; the second kind often leaks out 
at the most inopportune time — 
much as did the evidence of the 
Watergate coverup. Indeed, what 
we’re dealing with here is nothing 
short of a Cosmic Watergate. 

As happens with such societal 
issues, the facts and contentions 
have found their way into court. 

Already a matter of record in 
Washington, D.C.’s Federal District 
Court are two landmark Freedom- 
of-Information-Act cases involving 
hundreds of UFO-related documents GAZETTE, Alexandria, VA - 
maintained in an extremely low pro¬ 
file by such Federal agencies as the 
Departments of Defense and State, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
the Central Intelligence Agency, and 
the National Security Agency.

Fernandez to ask him 
whether he was also seeing the object, 
and “he responded affirmatively, tell¬ 
ing me that he would fly towards it" 
Cmdr. ITat also explained that at this 
height, the UFO “started to change its 
shape from round to triangular, and the

was not “anything terrestial." 

The third |et involved, that of ( apt. 
Ura. had to make at one point “a typi¬ 
cal combat maneuver" when he 
thought the UFO had made a turn 
tow ards his jet Yet he later 
acknowledged that lie might have 
“imagined" the turn under “fear ol the 
unknown " 

Back to the C erro Moreno base, the 
three pilot* were still able to "keep 
v isiial contact w ilh it" for quite a long 
time When u iH-c miedarker, the UFO 
acquired a brilliant red color and 
I mally moved on very slowly in a gen¬ 
eral direction of 2MI 2 Ml degrees. 

Although the sighting over the city 
of C'alama was reported in the Chilean 
media during the following days, the 
participation of the Chilean Air Force 
would remain a closely-guarded secret 
until six months later when another 
spectacular UFO chase took place over 
the Cerro Moreno AF Base. 

A Radar/Visual Close Encounter 

It was sometime in May of 1979 
when a second triangular UFO w as 
spotted near the First Wing headquar¬ 
ters at Cerro Moreno AF Base in 
Antofagasta. Wing Captain Danilo 
Catalan Farias, a flight instructor for 
F5-E’s fighter planes with 11 years 
experience in the Chilean Air Force, 
was the officer involved in this 
scramble operation. While on a routine 
training flight. Capt. Catalan received 
orders to intercept a UFO that had 


been just detected by the radar units of 
the Cerro Moreno AF Base. The Cap¬ 
tain locked the UFO on its own radar, 
estimating that “its trace in the radar 
screen w as a little bigger than the nor¬ 
mal trace of an airplane." 

I le then kept accelerating until “I 
was finally able to establish visual con 
tact. Suddenly. I had it at two miles dis¬ 
tance I looked and I saw a nebulous 
blot." Excited by a type of experience 
“I had not expected." Capt . Catalan was 
still unable to identify the object. “The 
only way to get a look was to put myself 
m a parallel position," he later told a 
reporter from the prestigious 
Santiago-based daily newspaper. FA 
Mercuno. “I then saw that it was some 
kind of black triangle with two little 
tails. When I reached approximately a 
mile and a half distance — which is 
quite close, almost nothing in the air — 
the UFO made a turn, moving violently 
in the opposite direction. The maneu¬ 
ver was detected by the radar in the 
control tower. I estimated that its 
speed was three times that of the speed 
of sound. In that moment. I thought 
that this was something outside reality. 
I was a skeptic... not now. I think that 
there are beings from another 
planet..." 

General Backs Pilots* Testimonies 

This incident caused quite a bit of 
stir in the Chilean press when, con¬ 
trary to their usual silence concerning 
these matters, the Commander-in- 
Chief of the FACII’s First Wing. Air 
Brigade General Benjamin Opazo. 
declared to El Mcrcuno that, "the case 
is real and was reported to the higher 
ranks of the Air Force." including its 
Commander-in-Chief and member of 
Chile’s ruling military Junta. Gen. Fer¬ 
nando Matthei. Although Gen. Opazo 
indicated that it was too soon to con¬ 
clude that these objects had an 
extraterrestial origin, he iTid vouch for 
the testimonies of his pilots, saying 
that they had “my absolute trust and 
their statements merited my full faith. 
In these aspects of trust, quality and 
capacity (of the pilots). I don't have the 
slightest doubt " Furthermore, the gen¬ 
eral stated that he himself had given 
the orders to intercept the UFO.

Hot UFO pierces 
farmer's pond 


SPRINGBROOK - Area farmer Gert Kubenz can hardly 
wait until spring to find out what is at the bottom of his 
farm pond 

All available clues to what might be termed the unex¬ 
pected Christmas present, point to establishing that it was 
fairly small and very hot and was probably either a small 
meteor or a piece of space garbage. 

Kubenz, whose farm lies a few miles north and east of 
here, discovered the phenomenon on his pond on Boxing 

•^t wasn't there yesterday," he said. But as of Saturday 
afternoon, his best guess was that It could have happened 
any time within the preceding 18 hours, when he had last 
checked tbe area 

A former forest warden in Germany, Kubenz said he 
has lived with nature all of his life and he knew something 
was unusual about the hole in the pond. From a small body 
of water which had been solidly frozen, there was a clean, 
almost circular break near one side. Marks indicated 
melting around the immediate vicinity of the hole, about 
20 inches wide, plus a darkening and turning to slush of the 
several inches of snow over the pond. 

“There were no tracks near the hole and the object 
seemed to have hit at a sharp angle,” Kubenz added 
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He remained curious about the incident throughout the 
day. eventually deciding to plunge a thermometer 
through the hole Even hours after he discovered it, the 
temperature read 48 degrees Fahrenheit Small insects 
had been disturbed and were crawling around the edge of 
the hole from the pond bottom By late afternoon, the 
temperature still read 40 degrees Fahrenheit 
The water in the pond is only about five-and a-half feet 
deep, but Kubenz is resolved to wait until spring when he 
can pump out the pond and try to discover what might be 
at the bottom. 
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His only other concern though is, what would have hap 
pened had the object struck his home, a scant 100 yards 
away.

Ths number of unex¬ 
plained U.F.O. report* in 
Tasmania has fallen to a 
record low. according to 
the Tasmanian U.F.O. In¬ 
vestigation Contra. 

The centre's annual report 
lists only five unexplained 
cases in LM1 compared with 
S3 in 1974. 

The secretary of ths 
centre (Mr Keith Roberts) 
says the decline appears to 
be a world wide trend. 

Although the number a t 
investigations was up on the 
1990 figure, only S.5 p.c. were 
unidentified. 

Of the 7S reports made, 27 
were found to be 
astronimical, II aircraft. 19 
insufficient evidence, seven 
meteorological, six satellites, 
four balloons and six other 
explanations. 

No patterns emerged for 
the five unexplained cases, 
although three occurred la 
February. 

The most interesting of 
these occurred about 140 km 
north east of Flinders Island. 

Two people were sailing 
their yacht in Bass Strait oa 
February 8 when they saw 
two white lights on each side 
of their heading. 

They looked light distant 
street lights, but a beam a t 
light pulsed from right to left 
la an irregular fashion. 

The area around the yacht 
Ut up lika moonlight, except 
there was no moon. 

The following morning, 
the crew found that the 
yacht's new battery was fist 
and that two clocks on board 
had stopped 

One of these has not 
worked since. 

The crew started the yacht 
by hand and the battery re¬ 
charged itself after a day.

364-Year-Old UFOs 

BEIJING (AP) — A Chinese scholar says things resembling 
today’s UFOs — unidentified flying objects — were mentioned In 
Chinese books as long as 364 years ago. 

In the People’s Dally Sunday. Ke Yang of Lanzhou University 
quoted six passages from books of the Ming (1368-1644) and Chlng 
(1644-1911) dynasties that gave definite dates and places for 
sightings of unexplained flying objects. 

The first mentioned the sighting In the summer of 1618 of an 
“Incense-color” (deep yellow-brown) spinning object that plunged 
Into two ponds, rolled up the water, and then flew away. 

Ke wrote that one of the descriptions from 1644 probably could be 
explained scientifically today, but the others “all were very similar 
to current descriptions of UFOs.” 

The descriptions Included a few traces of superstition, he 
acknowledged, but generally were fairly meticulous, vivid, ob¬ 
jective and scientific.

THE MOUNTAIN RANGE STANDS WITNESS TO THIS DAZZLING EVENT 

THREE CHILDREN AND A MYSTERY 

In a distant Mendoza town an event occurred that is being 
exhaustively investigated by doctors, psychologists, and 
students of the paranormal. Three students clearly saw the 
body of a man materialize from a small luminous sphere that 
descended from the sky

The appearance of a phenomenon which some call a UFO, others a weather balloon, 
last Saturday evening, caught the attention of practically the entire country 
and has given rise to widely varying reports regarding its shape, size and 
brightness. 

According to Mrs. Carmen de Moscardo and Fanny de Cardozo, of Rawson, at about 
9:00 p.m. they watched a UFO moving slowly from south to north in the western 
sky. It was oval-shaped, surrounded by a circular nebulosity, in whose center 
was shining something similar to a star. "Actually," they said, “we wouldn't 
have words to describe it, we can only say that it wasn't glowing like others 
who have seen UFOs say they do, but was rather dark, like a cloud." 


The singular adventure of three children in this small town in the south of 
the province of Mendoza [ sic —Eugenio Bustos really in the northern third of 
the province, though 105 km. (65 mi.) SSW of the city of Mendoza—trans. 1 has 
caused an uproar in this town, and has even aroused the interest of students and 
men of science. 

It all took place in the middle of this month, at night-time, when Daniel 
Francisco Nuflez, age 9, and his sister Susana Noemf, age 11, were returning home 
from the office of Dr. Togarelli, where Daniel had gone for a troublesome sore 
throat. 

When passing in front of a vacant house, in a place with a large open area 
belonging to the General San Martin Railroad, they both stopped to watch a small 
luminous object descending in the sky. 

"It first seemed that it was going to hit a plane that was passing by at 
that moment, but then it continued descending and we saw that it was something 
like a ball that gave off sparks and light, and kept on coming down," relates 
Dan i e 1. 

"It kept coming down," adds Susana, "and it stopped very close to us, hover- 
Lr.,* a few meters [yards! from the ground, until suddenly that luminous ball began 
to form a body, something like a man, but from the waist up." 

"And what did the two of you do then?" 

"I ran away, very scared, to call my dadtly and mommy, but Daniel stayed as 
though nailed to the ground." 

"Why didn't you escape with your sister?" we asked Daniel. 

"First because fear itself was not letting me move, but also because I wanted 
to ree more. When Susana was at a distance of some 20 meters [65 feet], the entire 
body of a man about two meters [6'-/"] tall had been formed from between the 
lights. His eyes were turning around and he had little antennas of some kind that 
••iv • off sparks, r saw it clearly. Suddenly everything disappeared. Man, 
limits, -parks...." 

Martha Elena Salinas de Nunez (23) and Francisco Nunez (l4)» parents of the 
ehil :r-.*n, confirm that they both returned home noticeably upset. 

"Daniel's heart was beating so rapidly that it frightened us, and he had a 
vi; roh;. m that !••• rr»r .till not recovered from. Susana w:is also very upset." 


Since we received numerous calls at the time of the phenomenon, we consulted 
the Felix Aguilar observatory, where we were informed that they too were watch¬ 
ing it, but attributed it to the fact that in Desamparados they were celebrat¬ 
ing a religious festival with fireworks, and that it was possible that the 
stroke, combined with the right meteorological conditions, produced the effect. 

On hearing that version, residents of Rawson said it couldn't be, as they saw 
it moving from south to north. If one takes into account the location of our 
county, one would never assume that the object had come from Desamparados. 

What it could have been, they said, was a weather balloon launched in Mendoza 
and sent by the winds to our county. 

In addition to reports coming from places far removed from our capital, several 
persons came to our offices to make their own reports. One was young Ramiro 
Robledal, of 402 S. Juez Ramon Diaz St., Desamparados, who told us that at the 
time he was playing with some friends when "an object approached us, from which 
shone two white lights which lit up a row of willows and also a football field 
nearby. This caused us to become scared and we ran to our house because we 
didn't know what it might be; so we called to my parents, who were watching tele¬ 
vision, and which suffered a loss of picture at that moment, and they all came 
out to see. We all watched it for about 5 minutes, until it dissolved toward 
the north." 

Another report came from Mr. Antonio Reinoso, of 535 N. Concepcion, who also 
saw at about 9:00 p.m. an object somewhat different in description from what 
others reported. He described it as "a kind of cloud about 50 cm. across, in 
whose interior was a white, star-like light together with a reddish light shap¬ 
ed like a human mouth, which shone intermittantly. The object became more dif¬ 
fuse as it moved, and its lights, while always shining, became smaller in size. 

Our correspondent in Caucete reported that many people in this area were amazed

at the sighting, which "there is every reason to compare with a UFO," and that 
alnoet everyone agreed that the data lead to one of two conclusions: “that it 
was a strange confluence of the noon with a passing cloud, or a weather balloon 
which exploded, releasing gases which generated a lmdnoaity is space." 

Free: Jackal , reports said that inhabitants there were astonished by the sighting, 
arid that many went out into the streets to watch it and to attempt to explain it. 
The sane happened in Calingasta and in Valle Fertil, where in the latter place 
it was seen heading from east to west. Also, highway police of Joeoli reported 
that together with other motorists in the area, the object wae seen as having a 
cone shape with a light at the leading edge, and was moving toward the east be¬ 
fore turning toward the peak known as Pie de Palo. 

Just as surely as the phenomenon was real and was seen by numerous people, it 
is also certain that observers described its dimensions in terms approaching 
the fantastic, and soire claimed having seen the object giving off lights. 

In Other Provinces 

Cordoba, 1 Nov. Two commercial airline pilots reported seeing, at an altitude 
of 1dO meters, a luminous circle of great size, in whose center could be seen 
another bright ooject of smaller size, which could not be seen from the ground 
because of weather conditions. 

The first rejort originated from the Cordoba International Airport, as pilot 
Fedro Heslop was busy preparing to land Austral flight 408 at about 9:15 p.m. 

The other case comes from the vicinity of Marcos Juarez, when pilot Alberto 
Paracampo, flying an Argentinian Airlines plane, gave a report similar to that 
or his colleague, Heslop, and adding that other commercial pilots, whose names 
were not reported, had also seen the same object at the airport in Pajas Blan¬ 
cas. 

Oddly, a few minutes after this reoort was made, numerous people in Santa Rosa, 
capital of La Pampa Province, watched the object pass over that city. 

According to reports from witnesses there, it was seen as an oval white light, 
with a weaker or more diffuse light source in the center. 

And last, dispatches from La Rioja tell of an object of great size, with lights 
at its center, being seer, crossing the sky at about 8:30 the day before yester¬ 
day. 

The object had been seen over an area comprising the cities of La Rioja, Punt a 
de los Llanos and Patquia. 


TECHNICAL DATA ABCLT THE SIGHTING 

A person who does not want to be identified but who can be relied upon, explain¬ 
ed that by chance he was at the Felix Aguilar Observatory at the time the object 
was sighted. According to him, the object was seen moving at about 45-48 degrees 
above the western horizon, in a southeast to northwest direction, at 9:06 p.m. 

Its velocity was estimated at 200,000 KM per hour, and it moved along this tra¬ 
jectory in a nebulosity which diminished as it went. At the beginning its glow 
was brighter and later it produced several flashes, finally disappearing toward 
the northeast at a speed of 60,000 KM per hour. 

He added that it passed through the apparent space between the moon and Venus 
and that this made observation difficult at first. But when it cleared the 
light produced by the moor, and Venus, its magnitude was immediately measured. 

For this person the object was an extraterrestrial device or some craft from 
the Soviet Union or NASA; he rejected the notion that it was a weather balloon 
or an artificial satellite.

A UFO PASSES OVER ARGENTINA AND CHILE 

IEND0ZA — A UFO sighting which occurred in a vast region comprising the pro¬ 
vinces of San Juan, La Rioja, Cordoba and La Pampa, caused great alarm among 
the large numbers of people who saw it. 

The sighting took place between 8:30 and 10:00 p.m. (local time), spawning 
reports of a strange device, flashing multicolored lights while traveling 
silently at a relatively low altitude, and tracing enigmatic figures along 
its course through the skies. Many witnesses have aeronautical experience, 
such as the two commercial airline pilots who told of having seen the strange 
object and even of reporting it to the control towers at the airports to which 
they were headed. 

The first case occurred at Pajas Blancas de Cordoba International Airport, as 
pilot Fadro Heslop was busy making preparations to land Austral Flight 408 at 
approximately 9:15 p.m. on Saturday. 

The second case happened near Marcos Juarez Airport, as Pilot Alberto Para- 
campo, at the controls of an Argentinian Airlines plane, gave details similar 
to those of the other pilot, and adding that other pilots as well had observ¬ 
ed the strange object. 

IN LA PAMPA 

Oddly, only minutes after the first reports, in Santa Rosa (La Pampa) numer¬ 
ous people spotted the UFO over the district capital. According to witness 
accounts, it was seen as a “strange, white, oval-shaped light, with a center 
more pale or diffuse than the borders." 

Reports arriving frem La Rioja indicated that sightings were also made in an 
area comprising the cities of La Rioja, Punta de los Llanos and Patquia. 

IN CHILE 

News agency dispatches mention sightings of brilliantly luminous lights 
which conformed to the Argentinian objects. Reports from Chile said that at 
8:30 p.m. on Saturday a strange object with multicolored lights was seen mov¬ 
ing slowly over the cities of Santiago, Vina del Mar and Arica. 

Hastily-consulted Argentinian observatories coincided in calling the phenom¬ 
enon a "refractory cloud," which, due to its gaseous casjiosition, sometimes 
acts like a mirror and reflects light sources from the earth. It was also 
possible, they said, that the object was a weather balloon bursting from 
meteorological causes, and causing the flash reported. 

SATELLITE? 

Naturally, explanations abound, among them that the object was a communications 
satellite. Or, a variation of that idea, that the lights could come from 
their "solar screens," which not only absorb the sun's rays, but on occasions— 
of which this might have been one—the saturation of such charges are emitted 
as brilliant lights. 

Although it is well known that these strange "apparitions" have happened on 
■any occasions, the people who see them the most often say that they are 
manned extraterrestrial spacecraft, and even in some cases are described as 
■divine apparitions." However, those holding such views are usually poorly 
educated or of "gullible personalities." 

In any case, this particular event deserves to bs "observed" thoroughly. The 
statements coming from those who 3pend a good part of their time in the sky— 
the pilots—plus the agreement in details coming from widely scattered places 
and the "coincidence" of the timing, combine to make one think that something 
really did happen out there.

Tig UFO WHICH CROSSED THE MaOCEAN SKT 

Mendozans had a turbulent Saturday evening. Around 9:00 p.m. hundreds of 
people observed in the clear skies prevailing at that hour, a strange phen¬ 
omenon which was quickly called a UFO. 

At first it was thought that a space rocket launched from some base had ex¬ 
ploded in the atmosphere, but subsequent reports from those who had seen the 
movements of the apparent UFO did away with that idea and left open the ques¬ 
tion of the reality of so-called "flying saucers." 

This morning your reporter interviewed a man present in the Valley of Uco, 
who had the luck to photograph the event. 

Roque Hector Maldonado, public employee, photographer and passionate fisher¬ 
man, was about 50 KM out on Route 40, heading west, toward San Carlos, in 
the area of Diamond Lake, along with three other sportsmen preparing to 
spend Saturday night cashed out before doing same serious fishing on Sunday. 

•Listen," he 3aid animatedly, "I've spent many nights outside, but I swear 
I've never seen anything like this. It was a beautiful spectacle, the str¬ 
ange, bright luminosity we saw. Hj companions (Antonio Rodriguez, Carlos 
Borrafato and Snzo Pezzella) and I are still amazed, but we were calm en¬ 
ough not to get scared and to just observe carefully what was happening." 

■Suddenly my companion Pezzella yelled 'What happened?!' He had spotted a 
bright light toward the noon. All four of us looked. It was a luminous 
point, like when an airplane is coming right at you." 

"This light," he continued, "was followed by a kind of cone, or something 
like a triangle. Really, it had no clearly defined shape, but it was a 
white trail. Surprisingly, the bright light turned nortt*#ard and the orig¬ 
inal triangle changed into a circular cloud. It was a perfect sphere, the 
size of the full moon just coming over the horizon." 

Maldonado told us that the movement of the light began very close to the 
moon and then headed northeast before he lost sight of it. 

"When the object turned, we saw something like a nebulosity, like very 
thin smoke similar to car exhaust, which lasted a few seconds. The cloud 
which formed with the object's turn was in the beginning of a really mag¬ 
nificent brightness, kind of similar to an explosion but without arty noise. 
Then the luminosity began to fade, from the outside toward the inaide, and 
the sphere stayed a white color, but in the center we later noticed a very 
weak light which was moving. But it was so faint that we all doubted whet¬ 
her it was there or not; we thought it was a star which had been behind the 
sphere, but when it passed, we knew that there hadn't been anything behind 
it. Also, the sky was completely dear." 

According to Maldonado, the odd episode lasted no more than five minutes— 
plenty of time, however, to take several photographs. 

■Look," he added, "we are used to carrying a camera or two at times like 
this, because often some of our catches are worth a photograph. The sight¬ 
ing lasted five minutes, because I had time to go look for the camera and 
take many pictures. I didn't know if it would be worth it, but I took a 
chance because you don't see something like this every day..." 

HCW DID IT DISAPPEAR? 

We couldn't leave without finding out how the UFO vanished. 

■This thing was moving, as I said already, toward the north or northeast, 
but the striking thing was, it then began turning westward and began to 
disintegrate. Actually, I don't know if it disintegrated literally, but 
that cloud or circle kept fading until it became totally unnoticeable." 

Believe it or not, last Saturday Mendozans had a UFO visitor. The polem¬ 
ics are once again raging: Do Flying Saucers exist?

THE UFO'S ARE BACK AND ALHOST COLLIDE WITH TWO PLANES 

A PILOT WHO SAW THEM IN C0PD0BA TELLS OF HIS AMAZING EXPERIENCE 

An Unidentified Flying Object has been the main topic of conversation «U 
over Argentina since last Saturday night, when two comsercial and several 
private pilots saw it flying over Argentine territory. 

Pedro Heslop is 46. He is tall, sandy-haired and very handsome. Moreover, 
he is commander of an Austral Airlines DC-9 cargo jet. On Saturday, Oct. 

31, at 9:30 p.m., he watched a UFO near Cordoba International Airport. 

"Cf course," he told "Tal Cual," "in my years as a pilot I've seen some of 
these things, Iwt never so clearly or so close." 

— *Mhere exactly did you see it?" 

—"Between Marcos Juarez and Cordoba. It was toward the west, moving betw¬ 
een 210 and 0.30 degrees." 

—"What was its shape?" 

—"It was a round shining object, with a brilliant glow and with a pulsating 
light toward the rear." 

—"Could you call it a UFO?" 

—"Tes, I would say it was an unidentified object." 

—"About how long were you able to watch it?" 

—"About 5 or 6 seconds. Then it went on its way." 

—"Were you afraid at any time?" 

—"No, never. I felt a strong desire to find out what it was." 

—"When it came close, did you have any problems with your plane's controls?" 
—"No, no kind of interference with the controls. Everything stayed normal 
throughout." 

—"Did you think it might have been a vision, something imaginary and not 
real?" 

—"I had my doubts, but pilots from Braniff and Pan American, flying similar 
routes, also saw it." 

—"Is there any official explanation for what you saw?" 

—"No, not yet." 

Capt. Heslop's story is eloquent by itself. But if one adds to it that the 
UFO had also been seen in control towers at the two airports of Mendoza and 
San Juan, and also in various cities of Peru and Chile (lea, Vina del Mar, 
Santiago and Arica), no doubt remains that we are dealing with a genuine UPC. 

Numerous people who were at San Juan Airport last Saturday told of having 
seen a brilliant explosion of light which lasted for several seconds, travel¬ 
ling northeast, until disappearing into space. 

In La Pampa Province, many people crowded into the offices of the local daily 
paper, "La Arena," of Santa Rosa, claiming to have seen the UFO as "a strange, 
round white light with a center of more diffuse, or pale, light." - 

The entire country, especially the northern and central parts, saw the phen- ■ 
osenon, thereby adding proof of its reality. 

And the question now is: are we facing a new invasion of Martians?

AN EXTRA-HUMAN PHENOMENON 

It was revealed in Mendoza that the brilliant object seen in many parts of 
the country on October 31, ia connected with the earthquake of Novert>er 7, 
which had its epicenter off the Chilean coast. Several mountaineers saw 
what they thought was a space ship take off from among the mountains. Other 
witnesses coincided in reporting that in Godoy Cruz County the object stop¬ 
ped over a police patrol and another vehicle. Strange anomalous marks are 
also being investigated. 

Mendoza: The director of the "Inatituto de Estudios de Fenomenos Extrahum- 
anos, Hcmbre Cosmico," literature professor Victor Corradi, said that the 
ohenaeenon seen all over the country on October 31 is *0103017 related" to 
the earthquake of November 7, whose epicenter was off the coast of Chile. 

He 3aid these were manifestations of "non-human action, particularly the 
phenomena known as UFOs." 

In an intensive study of the October 31 event, brought by Corradi to "La 
Razon," various eyewitness reports are compared and certain "explanations" 
discarded: that it was due to a meteorite captured by the earth, or that it 
was "space junk" entering the atmosphere. The latter can be eliminated be¬ 
cause this type of material "doesn't behave in this way: it doesn't turn, it 
doesn't stop, and it isn't described in the way this particular phenomenon 
was described." 

Corradi also records the statements given by several mountaineers who saw 
the supposed UFO take off from the midst of the mountains. 

In one part of the report he reveals the case of Mrs. Julia Baida, a third- 
year Economics student, and what happened to a police patrol and another 
car in r.odoy Cruz County, whose occupants watched dumbfounded as the object 
stopped practically over their vehicles. The woman looked at her dashboard, 
noticing that her amwtar needle was turning wildly (as a compass needle or 
other electrical instruments will when a UFO is nearby), and that the temp-* 
erature gauge shot up to the limit as though trying to break out of the glass. 
Corradi said that the woman got out of the car, a gray-blue Chevy 230, after 
"the motor died on me," and that the occupant of a Dodge coming behind her 
had the saoo thing happen. 

Corradi reiterated that neither meteors nor space garbage nor two-stage 
rocxets create such effects. He adds, after analyzing the October 31 case 
in relation to other facts, and listing an extensive bibliography, that his 
staff is now involved in investigating and analyzing some strange marks 
which appeared on the floor of a house at the foot of the mountains. He 
indicated that they are also trying to determine why two of the women who 
live in the house began to suffer simultaneously—after the apparition of 
the marks—from nosebleeds and other physiological disorders which Corradi 
called "strictly feminine."

CFO'S IN THE SOUTH 

Diverse explanations and opinions are being offered as to the origin of the 
strange phenomenon seen in the skies of Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Peru 
last Saturday night. 

Between 23:50 and 01:00 GMT, from southern Peru through central Chile, 
central Argentina and northeastern Brazil a UFO was seen maneuvering 
through the skies. 

To the thousands of witness accounts, including some made by reporters 
of the EFE wire service in Chile, were added reports made by private and 
cocjr.ercial pilots of various Argentinian and Chilean airlines. 

Perhaps the greatest amount of dramatics occurred in Arica, Chile, some 
2,050 KM north of Santiago de Chile, where many people ran panicked through 
the streets while others fainted in the middle of the streets, causing at 
least three automobile accidents. 

The UFO was described as "an immense light which suddenly surrounded itself 
with a luminous ring, which kept increasing in brightness while the center 
of it was fading out." While the UFO zig-zagged at high speed, its center 
darkened and the rest expanded without disappearing. 

The "vision" lasted 10-15 minutes in all areas in which it was seen. 


Diego Lemos, one of the climbers, described it as "emerging as a strongly 
luminous point which rapidly, and soundlessly, rose up leaving a glow of 
light which reflected on the mountains." 

■It was as if someone had projected light from a powerful reflector, and 
In that light one could see a kind of clouds which danced, as though you 
were looking at exhaust from automobiles reflecting in your headlights.” 

Antonio Sanchez, another member of the group, added that "the thing chang¬ 
ed quickly into a brilliant sphere, and then you could see in the middle 
of it a kind of darkened hat-like shape, which could not have been any¬ 
thing else but the unknown spaceship." 

He pointed out that later, the ship disappeared and transformed itself into 
"white contrails which In a matter of seconds took on a triangular shape, 
and In one of its extremes the ship could ba seen."

UFO OVER CUENCA 

Cuenca, Ecuador, 12 Dec. 1981 - Downtown Cuenca, the day before yesterday, 
during the afternoon: attention is focused toward the sky, there is baffle¬ 
ment and even a traffic mishap. The cause—an unidentified flying object 
(UFO) which was seen by thousands of Cuencans in a totally dear sky, caus¬ 
ing wonderment and an infinity of conjectures during the more than one hour 
in which it could be seen. 

There was no lack of wild speculation among the thousands of curious obser¬ 
vers, through which the "fantasy" reached a climax: a traffic cop in the mid¬ 
dle of the city just could not resist the novelty and dropped his concentrat¬ 
ion of his duties to gaze at the sky—the result of which was a spectacular 
traffic accident. 

The strange flying object which, according to many eyewitnesses, remained 
fixed in the sky for about an hour, was seen to display numerous radiant 
aspects. And, there was a humorous note. For children, it represented 
the first sign of Christmas, and for adults ths flying saucer was as high 
above the clouds as today's food prices!

UFO - RED RING WITH RED HAT 


Policeman Wilhelm Sissnburger was on his night shift at the 14 police station, 
near Haiaburg's Mchel. At 10:00 p.m., he drove alone in his green-white BM 
("Peter 14/l") on patrol. Occasionally he stopped in front of the Michel, took 
his Christmas gift from his wife (the Pentax ME Super) out of the black leather 
box. He screwed his 540-DM camera on his tripod, set his lens (Pentax 1.4/50mm) 
exactly on the church tower and took four exposures. 

When he picked up his color film from developing, he looked a few times at one 
photo. "Heavens, I'm going mad. What's this?" On the second photo, left of 
the church tower, was a well-focussed red circle with a red hat on it. Police¬ 
man Sissnburger did not want to be ridiculed. "Night after night I looked at 
the tower at the same time. It might be the reflection of a street-light. But 
there was nothing, absolutely nothing." Then he showed the photo to his wife 
and colleagues. "At first they were perplexed, but most believe as I do; it can 
only be a UFO." 

Is this possible? BILD photo-expert Hans Rosena: "I have checked the negative 
and the prints very thoroughly. A trick or even a manipulation is impossible. 

It might be a very extraordinary lens-flare." 

Tax-consultant August Womer (67) who observes UFOs together with 6 collaborat¬ 
ors for years: •From March till November 1981, we have observed 22 UFOs." Pro¬ 
fessor Kaminsky from the Bochum observatory: "UFOs do not exist."

An astrophysicist at the University of Chile said "for the moment there is 
no scientific explanation, unless it was some accident happening to a rock¬ 
et launched on Saturday." 

In Brazil, a UFO is frightening the population of the city of Parnarama, 
some 500 KM from Sao Luiz, the capital of the northeastern province of 

taranhao. 

The object—according to witnesses—emits an intense glare, varying from 
green, orange, red and yellow, and capable of causing a kind of "electric 
shock, increased body heat, loss of speech, paralysis and weight loss." 

According to the report of a hunter, Jose Soares Rodrigues, in the daily 
"0 Estado do Maranhao," the object caused the deaths of four hunters in 
the forests of the region, and police are investigating the facts in the 
villages of Flor do Tempo, Canafista, Paixto do Coco and Paiol do Marroco, 
where sightings are most numerous. 

The first victim, it said, was one Abelhboro, a hunter, found "at the foot 
of a tree after being chased by the object as he hunted at night," accord¬ 
ing to his cocr>anion, who was so frightened that he couldn't speak for some 
tiff e. 

The second victim, Raimundo Souza, was found dead in the woods around Cana- 
fista by his children, "with a strange expression of horror stamped on his 
face, arid totally mulberry or purple-colored," according to the description 
of another hunter. 


WE HAVE SEEN THE HAMMC UFO. TOO by Norbert Schubert 

Hamburg, January 23. - Policeman Wilhelm Eisenburger (42), Hamburg's UFO photo¬ 
grapher, is confirmed by four witnesses; two housewives, one businessman and one 
employee. They all say: "We have seen the red saucer near the Hamburg Michel 
on January 7, about 11:00 p.m., too." 

UFO SHONE IN THE ROOM 


At the same time Policeman Eisenburger photographed the UFO with his Pentax can>- 
era, employee Peter Vollrath (37) was on his balcony in Klmsbuttel (suburb of 
Hamburg), looking at the sky through his telescope. "Suddenly the UFO appeared 
over the harbour, flying straight to the northeast, and disappeared in the black 
night." 

Businessman Gustav Leue (62) was watching TV "when suddenly a tremendous glar¬ 
ing beam shone through the window. A red disc flew from the harbour over my 
house." 

Housewife Beatrice Ahrend (43): "It was like a searchlight shining in my room." 
Housewife Gertrud Funk (64) from Brunsbuttel (another suburb) was going to bed 
with her husband. "There was the reddish disc in the sky. I was scared to 
death and awakened my husband." 

The little red disc made the UFOs the No. 1 overnight topic of conversation in 
Germany. In front of BILD's showcases and the store-windows of many kioskes 
with original colour prints, crowds of people formed who discussed: "Do UFOs 
exist or not?" 


The third victim, Jose Vitorio, died in the same circumstances as the second 
and the fourth, in the forests near Parnarama, was hunter Dionisio General, 
of the village of Paixao Grande. 

Reports of UFO sightings had disappeared from the press and the public in 
recent months, but at a recent symposium in Rio de Janeiro, students of 
Ufology said they anticipated the return of UFOs in the coming months “in 
preparation for a landing." 


Pensioner Kurt Sieler (62) from Essen believes it "because man flies to the moon, 
too." 

Helmut Dellbrugge from Bielefeld sighted a UP0 at Sylvester in 1980. Monika 
Weber (32) has seen a reddish glittering object at night between 1:30 and 1:50 
a.m. over Dortmund. It was not a star and not an aircraft because it moved in 
a zigzag manner. 


In other reports, seven veteran mountain climbers who were camped in a zone 
of the Andes near Mendoza, Argentina, gave details of a supposed UFO which 
*as seen Saturday nirht in cities in Chile and Argentina. The alpinists 
said they were practicing climbing on the mountain El Cajon, some 40 KM 
from Mendoza, when they were surprised by the take-off of a mysterious 
ship. 


Professor Pesek from Prague, head of the International Astronautics Coonittee, 
told BILD: "Surely we did have visits from outer space. But the spaceships 
are probably not manned with living beings, but with computers or robots." 

Anny Baguhn (80) from Hamburg's UFO study group: “I have collected 1150 UFO 
photographs from all over the world.

Turtle Lake monster search is on 


How that summer and the fish¬ 
ing season have passed, all die¬ 
hard fishermen will be reminiscing 
about the big one that managed to 
break tree from the unsuspecting 
lure. 

However, in Northern Saskatche¬ 
wan. the talk has been about a 
huge fish — so-called monster — 
which comes and goes Many 
newspapers throughout Western 
Canada have carried articles on 
this creature, simply referred to as 
the Turtle Lake monster, named 
from the lake which it inhabits. 

Every summer, numerous tour¬ 
ists. residents and fishermen tell of 
seeing this monster. Indians of the 
area talk about the "big fish'" 
which has been seen, even as early 
as the turn of the century. Recently, 
on Oct. 23. residents on the south¬ 
west end of the lake had a first¬ 
hand look at the "creature ". 

We are attempting to gather as 
much information on the Turtle 
Lake monster as possible. The type 
of information we are interested in 
is: 

Year, month, day. time of day 
the monster was seen: the appear¬ 
ance. such as color, skin or scales, 
etc; the size of the portion seen, 
approximate in feet or inches: 
where seen in the lake, for exam¬ 


ple. in the middle of the lake. etc., 
where you were when you saw "it"; 
drawing or a sketch of what you 
saw. if possible; movement or 
speed of the monster. 

There are over 70 lakes in the 
world which are said to have some 
kind of "creature" inhabiting them. 
The better known are the Loch 
Ness Monster and the Ogopogo.

Remember 'Bigfoot'? 
He's still out there! 


"My heart stopped beating as the 
green snake like thing came towards 
the top of the boat." 

This was the reaction today from one 
of two brothers trying to row around 
New Zealand, after an encounter with 
an unidentified creature in the early 
hours of Monday morning. 

Max Dedekind (31) was keeping 
watch off Little Barrier Island at 3am 
on Monday "when 1 saw a streak of 
green coming towards me. 

"It was coming for the top of the 
boat, but nothing happened. Then I 
heard a breathing sound." 

The breathing noise continued for a 
short while before stopping Max could 
only describe the creature as snake¬ 
like. It appeared to be luminous green 
and "most spectacular”. 

Max and his brother Steve Harre 
(32) were today anchored about five 
miles north east of Mokohinau Island, 
off Bream Head. 

The two said "lumpy seas" had 
caused them to become a little "tired 
and disorientated," but they were 
extremely pleased to be on their way 
after four days of being trapped at 
Kawau Island by strong winds. 

Max told the Star by radio-telephone 
today strong tail winds had helped 
them to cover more than 22 miles in 
the 23 hour period ending last night. 
The two were again forced to stop 
rowing by strong winds gusting to 20 
knots. 

They reported their specially built 
boat Kiwi One had performed et- 
premely well with a tail wind Al¬ 
though they are well behind their 
schedule, they said favourable winds 
for four days could see them around 
North Cape 

"We are feeling moderately optimis¬ 
tic although present winds could keep 
us here for some time," said Max. 


Residents of Pennsylvania 
reported numerous encounters with 
UFO’s, (Unidentified Flying Ob¬ 
jects) and strange animals during 
1981 according to the Pennsylvania 
Association For the Study of the 
Unexplained located in Greensburg, 
a non-profit volunteer research unit 
made up of specialists from various 
fields of science and technology who 
are making a study of UFO’s and 
other mysterious events. 

The association serves as a 
statewide clearinghouse for such 
reports. According to Stan Gordon, 
director of the research group, "Most 
incidents when investigated are 
found to have a logical explanation. 
Most UFO’s turn out to be 
astronomical in nature, and many 
Bigfoot and cougar sightings turn 
out to be mis-identifications of other 
common animals. There exists, 
however, quite a number of incidents 
reported to us by reliable witnesses, 
and with some instances of physical 
evidence left at the scene which in¬ 
dicates to us that some of the cases 
still defy normal explanations." 

The association has had a par¬ 
ticular interest in Bigfoot, the large, 
hairy, apelike creature which now 
has been reported from most sections 
of the state. The group also has been 
accumulating information on the in¬ 
creasing reported sightings of 
cougars or mountain lions in Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

According to the research unit, 
some witnesses face as much ridicule 
reporting a cougar as they do a UFO, 
since officially these animals have 
been extinct in the state since the 
1800’s. The association is currently 
correlating their data on the cougars 
witha research biologist from the 
U S. Fish and Wildlife Service who is 
studying reports of the cougar from 
various other sections of the country 
where they normally don’t exist 


Some examples of unexplained in¬ 
cidents in Pennsylvania during 1981 
include those northern 
Westmoreland County: 

Beginning in April, and continuing 
for several months, a family 
reported several encounters with a 
Bigfoot-like creature which seemed 
to correspond with sightings of unex¬ 
plained hovering lights. The lights 
were observed by other residents of 
the area Some local residents heard 
the sound of the creature which was 
recorded on tape by one of them. 
Three toed, 18-inch footprints also 
were found in the area of the 
sightings. 

Apollo-In July a mother and 
daughter were driving down a back 
road on a bright, sunny morning 
when they noticed ahead of them 
same type of strange animal. Not 
sure of what they were watching, 
they drove up to within one car length 
of what they described as a "black 
panther", The animal, which was 
observed for over five minutes, had 
fur-like shiny black silk The animal 
stared at the car curiously, then 
slowly turned and walked out of 
sight. The passengers were shaken 
by their experience and quickly left 
the area, 

Latrobe — In November, a witness 
familiar with wildlife was shocked to 
see a large animal which he describ¬ 
ed as a mountain lion. The “cat" was 
large and muscular and light tan in 
color. It was observed for five 
minutes before it walked over a hill 
and out of sight.

Contractor tests pyramid 
power by building one 
for his family

GURNEE, Ill. - A 6-story pyra¬ 
mid rising out of the plains near 
Gurnee is being gilded, the better 
to resemble the Great Pyramid of 
Cheops in Egypt, its owner says. 

Artisans have begun applying 
paper-thin, 23-karat strips of gold 
leaf to the Pyramid House of Gold, 
which when complete will be a 
wood-framed, 5-bedroom, subur¬ 
ban home for contractor James 
Onan and his family. 

If the test strips withstand win¬ 
ter weather, the entire 15,000- 
square-foot surface will be dou¬ 
ble-gilded next year. 

Onan began building the one- 
ninth-scale reproduction of the 
Cheops pyramid in 1978 because 
he’s been fascinated by the an¬ 
cient shape for years. 

Having previously built several 
models, the highest of which was 
14 feet tall, he decided to test the 
mysteries of so-called "pyramid 
power" by using himself, his wife 
and 5 children as the subjects of 
pyramid experiments. 

The gold, which alone will cost 
J500.000, supposedly will intensify 
“by 10 times” the purported pow¬ 
ers of pyramids, the 44-year-old 
Onan said in a telephone inter¬ 
view. 

The interview was cut short be¬ 
cause after some minutes Onan’s 
voice could barely be heard. That 
fadeout is just one of the mysteri¬ 
ous things which Onan said had 
happened since the pyramid was 
built. 

“I have 10 lines coming in here 
and the phone company has 


cheeked, but there’s nothing 
wrong. I can hear callers but after 
a while my voice fades off and 
they can’t hear me any more.” 

“Believers” say that pyramids 
can prevent food spoilage, 
sharpen razor blades, speed heal¬ 
ing, improve wine and take the 
bitterness from coffee, as well as 
deepen meditation, Onan said. 

So when the pyramid is fin¬ 
ished next year, Onan and his fam¬ 
ily will undergo a battery of medi¬ 
cal tests and move into the 4 up¬ 
stairs floors of residential space. 

They’ll be able to conduct pyra¬ 
mid research under controlled 
conditions "for the first time,” 
Onan said. Plants and laboratory 
animals also will be subject of ex¬ 
periments. 

Strict security, and water, sur¬ 
round the pyramid, which mea¬ 
sures 85 feet per side at its base 
and is 54 feet tall. Guard dogs pa¬ 
trol the island on which it sits. An 
electrified fence and a burglar- 
alarm system complete the pic¬ 
ture of impregnability. 

“I’m not really qualified to ex¬ 
plain or interpret what’s happen¬ 
ing. We’d like to see a university 
that has the know-how come in 
and do these experiments.” 

Onan added, “Some people 
walk inside and say they can feel 
an energy. I don’t feel it, myself.” 

Other mysterious happenings 
include the appearance inside the 
pyramid of a natural mineral 
spring. Water tanks burst at the 
seams far below normal pressure 
levels and plywood delaminated.

I 
thought they were all crazy 
We sat on the Frew porch 
one night, and they were all 
screaming I looked between 
two trees, and sure enough 
this yellowish haze came 
over the trees It lit up the 
area below about 10 seconds 
and faded out A few min¬ 
utes later, it came back and 
was much stronger.” 

Mrs Enion quoted Dr. 
Johnson as saying that he 
knew of no scientific term to 
describe the effect. Because 
there is a nuclear power sta¬ 
tion nearby, she said the 
biochemist had taken soil 
samples and examined the 
area with a Geiger counter. 
She said Dr. Johnson was 
satisfied there is no radioac¬ 
tivity involved. 

The Frews first saw the 
creature in the spring of 
1979 about a week after Sam 
and Ruth had observed an 
Johnstown 


unusual flying object shaped 
like a keg. 

According to an account 
in the PCUFOR Researcher, 
the object was rolling and 
tumbling in the air It was 
described as being shiny on 
one side and a dull grey on 
the other with no windows 
or projections. 

Noises heard 

Soon the Frews and sever¬ 
al neighbors reported eerie, 
growling, hissing sounds 
from both sides of Route 
819 

Mrs Enion doesn’t be¬ 
lieve the Frews are publici¬ 
ty-seekers because she said 
it wasn't until a few months 
ago that they went to the 
state police. 

Tape recording 

The Frews recorded 
heavy breathing and sounds 
attributed to the creature 
Mrs Enion listened to the 
tape and said . 

"It makes four different 
types of sounds One is a 
heavy breathing noise. Then 
it makes a high-pitched 
whining noise and a low- 
base growl like someone 
gargling The other sound is 
like letting air out of a bal¬ 
loon real fast." 

According to Mrs. Enion. 
unconfirmed reports are cir¬ 
culating that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is 
interested ir. the Westmore¬ 
land County creature. 

Then, tongue-in-cheek, 
she asked: 

“Why in the world would 
the FBI be called into inves¬ 
tigate something that 
doesn t exist?"

‘Stone-Age’ Tribe Reported in Himalayas 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) 
— The United Newt of India 
an Friday quoted an In dian 
army expedition leader as 
saying he encountered a 
Stone Age-like tribe at the. 
foothills of the Himalayas. 

The tribespeople ate raw 
meat, wore no clothes, lived 
in caves, and did not know 
how to kindle a fire, he was 
quoted as saying. 

There was no independent 
confirmation of the claim. 

The agency quoted Capt. 
Harbhajan Singh Chauhan, 
deputy leader of the expedi¬ 
tion, as saying that the team 
members were passing 


through the Gee ling Forest, 
near the border with Bhutan 
and China, when they saw 
two nude women running 
away from them. 

The Mongoloid-featured 
women, who had long hair, 
“got frightened to see men 
like us (and) tried to run 
away," Chauhan said, ac¬ 
cording to the news agency 
“It was a hell of a job to 
convince them we were not 
killers, but people like 
them," he was quoted as say¬ 
ing. 

Chauhan reported that the 
tribe,living nearChetak 


Pass, 220 miles northeast of 
Calcutta, “ate raw flesh" and 
stayed in caves, UNI said. 

The report did not explain 
how the group could survive 
the biting cold if it had no 
clothes or fire. Chauhan was 
quoted as saying the area 
was covered with 10 to 16 
feet of snow. 

The agency did not say 
anything about the imple¬ 
ments used by the group in 
hunting or how it warded off 
wild beasts. It also did not 
explain bow the expedition 
members communicated 
with the cave people.

But calls from around the coun¬ 
try have been from people who 
seem to believe that something 
extraordinary might have visited 
the Barone's (arm. They usually 
have advice on how to get along 
with what mpy be a seven-fool 
tall barnyard companion. 

David Barone, William's 18- 
year-old nephew, has received 
sevaral phone calls — some of 
them supportive lie was one of 
the family members who saw the 
creature. 

"I had one guy call and say, ‘I 
don't think you're crazy, I saw il 
too,'" David said "He told me he 


was working alone on a pipeline 
around here, the thing stopped, 
looked at him and started scream¬ 
ing at him. 

''lie said ho was afraid of 
saying anything because he'd lose 
his job. lie said, 'People will think 
I'm crazy.' We talked for an hour 
about It.” 

The calls sometimes get a little 
more Interesting. 

"A scientist called and told us 
we’d never catch It." David said.

Mystery beast escapes detection

The great and fearsome beast "Mo- 
kele-Mbembe" remains an elusive and 
fantastic legend rumored — but still 
unproven — to be lurking in a dark and 
stifling jungle of Afnca. 

A team of scientists, including a Uni¬ 
versity of Arizona researcher, ventured 
into the African Congo a month ago but 
failed to sight, photograph or confirm 
what the pygmv natives of that country 
sav aie huge, plant-eating, aquatic di- 
nosour-like creatures, possibly the only 
survivors of the unknown holocaust 
that wiped out the dinosaurs some 63 
million years ago 

•A lot of people will say that be¬ 
cause we didn't find the animal, we 
failed." said J Richard Greenwell. a 
member of the UA And Lands Com¬ 
mittee. who returned to Tucson Tues¬ 
day night, somewhat exhausted after a 
harrowing Afncan odyssey that began 
at the end of October. "But we don't 
think of it as a failure. We did not see 
the dinosaurs, but it was a good scien¬ 
tific expedition and a good adventure." 

However, the team of 12 persons — 
litl bv Rov P Mackal, a biologist from 
the University of Chicago — did con¬ 
front two major clues that may have 
meant the beast, dubbed "Mokele- 
M bom be” by the pygmies who fear it. 
did mdoi'd live there and was not too 
far from the exploring Amencans. 

A Congolese hunter led the group to 
a trail that he thought may have been 
Mokcle-Mbembe's. Leading to an iso¬ 


lated jungle lagoon, the trail showed 
large indentations in the mossy ground, 
obviously made by something very 
heavy Tree branches along the way 
were broken, as if snapped by a large 
object passing by. said Greenwell. 

"I wouldn't call them footprints," he 
said. •‘We’re reserving judgment on 
that They may or may not have been 
the tracks of this animal. All we can

say is it was something that could not 
be explained." 

Legend describes Mokele-Mbembe 
as about 25 feet long, elephant-sized, 
with brownish-gray skin, a long neck 
topped by a chicken-like comb, a long 
tail and three-clawed feet the size of 
frying pans 


What intrigued Greenwell and 
others was that these footprint-like 
marks led into the lagoon but not out of 
it, meaning the animal had to be 
aquatic and therefore could not have 
been an elephant. 

(Mokele-Mbembe most closely re¬ 
sembles an ancient, small aquatic dino¬ 
saur known as the camarasaurus, said 
to have been extinct ages ago.) 

The second clue was a large wave 
that broke in the swampy Likouala 
River the group used for a route 
through the thickly vegetated jungle. 
Traveling in two motorized dugouts, 
they noticed at one point a wave ahead 
of them so large that they thought 
there must be another motorized boat 
on the river. 

"But there wasn’t,” said Greenwell. 
“The wave had broken from the side of 
the river, and it was obvious to us that 
something very large had entered the 
water at that point. There are no 
hippos in that area, and an elephant 
would not have stayed underwater. A 
crocodile is a possibility, but they slide 
into the river without a splash. 

"It was very puzzling, very tantaliz¬ 
ing.” he added "Was it one of the dino¬ 
saurs? It was just another unexplained 
event." 

Greenwell and Mackal have for 
years studied various legendary crea¬ 
tures reported around the world, in¬ 
cluding the Loch Ness monster, whom 
Mackal said he has seen. Greenwell’s 
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No answers, only questions 
in animal mutilation cases 


interest is more per¬ 
sonal than professional 
and grew our of his long 
friendship with Mackal. 

Mackal last year 
toured the Congo re¬ 
gion. where Mokele— 
Mbembe has been re¬ 
ported by word-of- 
mouth for more than 
200 years. He said he 
talked then with pygmy 
villagers near the Li- 
kouaia swamp, who 
identified a picture of 
the camarasaurus as 
the beast Mokele- 
Mbembe. 

This trip — to actully 
find the animal, if pos¬ 
sible — was fraught 
with problems and frus¬ 
trations that the group 
had not expected, said 
Greenwell. 

First, they were held 
up almost two weeks in 
Brazaville, haggling 
with Congo government 
officials, trying to get 
permits to enter the 
jungle region. 

That obstacle was 
hurdled only after the 
government assigned 
two Congolese security 
men to go with them 
"to keep an eye on us,” 
said Greenwell. 

Then, about halfway 
down their grueling, 
snake-filled and ex¬ 
hausting river trip, they 
got lost, spending a day 
paddling in circles in 
the confusing swamp 
until a native hermit 
helped them get back 
on the trail. 

The group never did 
reach their ultimate 
destination — the re¬ 
mote and unexplored 
Lake Telle, said to be 
home for Mokele- 
Mbembe — because 
their maps proved to be 
inaccurate. The lake 
could not be reached by 
their river route. So 
they scrubbed the last 
effort to make it to 
Telle, partly because 
they were running out 
of gasoline. 


"The last thing we 
wanted was to be stuck 
at the end of the world 
with no gas,” said 
Greenwell. 

Unexpectedly, they 
repeatedly ran into 
Congo village chiefs 
who refused to talk to 
them about the crea 
tore of their search. 

"They told us flat-out 
that they know nothing 
about it,” said Green¬ 
well. 


What they found out 
through their Congolese 
companions, however, 
was that the villagers 
did know about Mokele- 
Mbembe, but they 
would not deal with any 
Americans and would 
not even tell the two 
Congolese anything as 
long as they were trav¬ 
eling with the Ameri¬ 
cans. 

“The Congo is a 
Marxist country,” 
Greenwell explained. 
"The Soviets run the 
country and have filled 
the people with propa¬ 
ganda about how ag¬ 
gressive we are and 
how wc drop bombs on 
people. We were sur¬ 
prised by such hostil¬ 
ity.” 

They dined on what 
they could catch: fish, 
wild boar, gazelle and 
. . . monkey. 

"Well, it tasted 
good," said Greenwell 
of his monkey stew. 
"But I felt a little 
queasy eating it — it 
was like eating your 
second cousin. It didn’t 
help to see its little 
hand floating around in 
the stewpot. I felt bad 
doing it because 1 really 
like monkeys.” 

The group studied 
and recorded much 
about the Congolese 
culture, as well as the 
ecology and geomor¬ 
phology of the virtually 
unexplored region, said 
G reen wel I.

An unmarked helicopter swoops down on a 
herd of cattle. 

Usually, It's a lone helicopter. But groups of 
up to seven have been sighted. 

Then the ranchers report cattle mutilations. 

"I know of about 200 cases like this, where 
helicopters have been linked to cattle mutlla 
11003,’' said Tom Adams. 

Adams, of Paris, Texas, runs Project Stigma, 
a loosely knit national organization of volun¬ 
teers. 

"We keep track of animal mutilation re¬ 
ports.” Adams explained In a telephone Inter¬ 
view, "to determine if there’s some pattern to it 
all " 

The mutilations were almost unheard of be¬ 
fore the late 1960s. 

Since then, Adams said, experts estimate 
4,000 to 12,000 mutilations, mostly to cattle. 

"It’s hard to get an accurate number," be ex¬ 
plained. “So many mutilations go unreported." 

Despite numerous investigations, nobody, or 
anything, has been linked conclusively to the 
mutilations. 

"But there are theories.’’ Adams said, “all of 
them bizarre.” 

What about the helicopters? 

"In some parts of the country, there has been 
public furor over the helicopters," Adams said 
'‘Some people think they are linked to the mili¬ 
tary. Who else would have that many helicop¬ 
ters? Others say they are unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects disguised as helicopters.’’ 

The UFO theory is based on circumstantial 
evidence. 

"We’ve had UFO sightings that coincide in 
space and time with some of the mutilations,” 
Adams said. 

There’s the cult theory, too. 

“The United States had an influx of Carib¬ 
bean refugees in the past 10 or !& years,” 
Adams said, “some of whom are reported to 
belong to cults with rituals that involve animal 
mutilations and the drinking of blood. 

“Investigator* say it's difficult to conceive of 


humans capable of conducting such an opera¬ 
tion, especially with such impunity for so long. 

“Nobody has been caught Nobody slips up. 
Nobody leaks Information. That strains the in¬ 
vestigative imagination. 

"So I understand why some investigators sus¬ 
pect something other than a mundane human 
organization.” 

Adams rejects speculation that predators are 
the mutilators. 

"Predators feed on the carcasses,” be said. 
“But there's a difference between marks left by 
predators and the clean incisions made by mu¬ 
tilators.” 

Adams also cites eyewitness observations of 
longtime farmers and ranchers. 

“These aren’t young people just out of col¬ 
lege,” he stated. “They include people who have 
ranched all their lives. 

"Anyway, the same predators were around in 
earlier years. These same ranchers didn't see 
mutilated animals then.” 

Adams became interested in the mutilations 
in 1970 while attending East Texas State Col- 
lege 

As part of a social-psychology clast, he 
trekked to a remote area of southern Colorado 
to talk to the owners of Snippy, the horse. 

"The horse," Adams recalled, "was found 
dead In a pasture about a aoarter mile from a 
ranch house. The flesh and hide was stripped 
from the neck up, leaving only exposed skull 
But everything below the neck was intact- 

investigators found no tracks around the 
horse. Apparently, Snippy took off on a run. 
Then the tracks stopped, abruptly. Some dis¬ 
tance away was the dead horse. 

The rancher and his mother, who both lived 
in the bouse, told of hearing or seeing nothing 
that night. 

"It's a wide open area, where everything usu¬ 
ally goes noticed,” Adams said. 

Meanwhile, Investigators were unable to ex¬ 
plain holes In the ground near Snippy's body. 

"The speculation Is that something heavy set 
down in the pasture,” Adams said. “It’s just an¬ 
other of the many unsolved animal mutilation 
cases.”

Mysterious events abound 

Now similar stories are beginning 
to surround an isolated stretch of 
desert in northern Mexico known as I.a 
Zona del Silencio. the Zone of Silence. 
The Zone derives its name from the 
discovery of several strips, or bands, in 
the region where radio waves within 
the Hertz AM frequencies can be nei¬ 
ther received nor ser t Something 
apparently absorbs t ns particular sec¬ 
tion of the electromagnetic spectrum. 

First discovered in the mid I 960s 
by Augusto Harry' de la Pena, a grad¬ 
uate of the Sorbonne and an engineer 
for PEMEX. the statt -owned oil and 
gas monopoly, the Silent Zone has since 
been embued with al. the legend and 
aura of another Devil's Triangle. 

Meteorites are said to fall here 
almost every night of the year, 
strangely drawrn to the Zone by local 
anomalies of gravity and magnetism 
The protective ozone shield overhead 
is thought to be particularly thin which 
allows fora greater than normal influx 
of cosmic rays and ultraviolet radi¬ 
ation with resulting mutalion of local 
flora and fauna. I,arge rocks which lit¬ 
ter the landscape will make a compass 
needle jump and spin, hut will not 
attract a magnet or iron filings 
Smaller, pebble sized rocks have all 
the outward appearance of 
meteorically fused iron ore. hut take 
on the most fantastic shapes, including 
those of shrimp, forefingers, bent 
nails, and pieces of broken cable or 
twisted, pretzel like bread sticks A 
curious species of tail less tortoise, its 
eyes ringed by an uncommon yellow 
sclerotica, lives here and nowhere else 
in the world 

The Zone lies about 120 miles north 
of the farming and industrial center of 
Torreon. in Durango, where the states 
of Chihuahua, ('oahuila and I hirango 
come together in a far flung triangle 
This is the heart of wiquero country, 
between 104 and 107 degrees longi¬ 
tude. and squarely astride the 2”lh. or 
Myslerv. Parallel, the latitude which 
passes through lhe Great Fgypfian 
Pyramidal Giza. the site of legendary 
Shambhala in I diet, and. ol course, tlie 
infamous Devil's Triaqgle of Bermuda. , 


Strange cosmic debris 

But unlike the Bermuda Vortex, 
where ships and planes are said to van¬ 
ish with tragic regularity, it is what 
comes down in the Zone of Silence that 
rouses all the curiosity. Tiike the 
Allende meteorite, for instance, which 
fell near the Zone’s westernmost rim in 

1969. close to the village of Pueblo 
Allende. Numerous eye and ear wit¬ 
nesses to the meteorite's greenish- 
glow and supersonic clap of thunder 
allowed for easy recovery of what has 
gone on to be the most thoroughly 
investigated piece of cosmic debris in 
modem history. 

The Allende meteorite has. in fact, 
altered science's thinking about the 
formation of our own solar system, for 
this chunk of celestial real estate has 
proven to be incredibly ancient, older 
even than the moon rocks brought back 
by our lunar astronauts. According to 
astronomical theories B.A. — Before 
Allende — the sun and planets were 
thought to have condensed out of a vast 
swirling cloud of cosmic dust some 4 5 
billion years ago. But carbonaceous 
material in the matrix of Allende has 
been Argon-dated at more than 5 bil¬ 
lion years by researchers at the Max 
Planck Institute. Heidelberg. And 
since such material could only have 
been formed at extremely high tem¬ 
peratures like those found in the gas¬ 
eous shell of an exploding supernova, 
astronomers theorized that the birth of 
the solar system may have begun with 
the explosion and rapid collapse bf a 
pre-solar star, perhaps a red dwarf. 

Besides Allende and alleged UFOs, 
another curious stranger came calling 
here the following year On July II. 

1970. an American Athena rocket was 
launched from Green River. Utah. 
Iiound for the While Sands Missile 
Range in New Mexico. Instead, it fell to 
earth KK0 miles down range in the 
Silent Zone, its nose cone breaking 
open on impact and scattering radioac¬ 
tive material. Apparently something m 
the riicket's gyrocompass or radio 
guidance system had mallimctioned — 
or u as interfered with — causing the 
payload to stray otf course Could it 
have been the same anomalous mag¬ 


netic force which absorbs AM Hertz 
radio waves in the Zone? 

Theory to explain the Zone 

At any rate, these two highly coinci¬ 
dental events alone have been enough 
to convince some people that some¬ 
thing very strange indeed is going on 
here. Richard Downs, a space physicist 
formerly employed by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra¬ 
tion. has developed a theory that would 
account for some of the bizarre goings- 
on. 

According to the Down scenario, a 
huge meteorite of nickel and iron com¬ 
position may have plunged into the 
ground here, hundreds of millions of 
years ago. at a time when the earth's 
surface was still in a plastic state, com¬ 
pletely burying itself. Today, this mete¬ 
orite exerts a powerful magnetic field, 
and as the earth rotates on its own axis, 
a slight wobble, or irregularity, in rota¬ 
tion causes the field to take on the 
shape of a spiral, or vortex. It is this 
vortex, in turn, which disrupts the lin¬ 
ear propagation of radio waves. If the 
hidden meteorite were of sufficient 
mass, it might even account for minute 
effects in the local gravity field. 

“But this is only a theory." advises 
Dr lAiisMeadaViilalolMis.au 
oncologist of Japanese-Mexican'. 
ancestry with a practice in Torreon. 
“We don’t know'" Dr. Meada is the cur¬ 
rent Coordinator of FI Instituto de 
InvestigacionesCientificas. Ilistoricas 
y Ceograficas. Unidad laguna, a pri¬ 
vately funded r c sea rchorga nr/at ion 
which looks into the natural wonders 
of the Zone of Silence. 

The Zone itself is only a small part 
of the Unidad l-aguna. a region of alter¬ 
nating mountains andancient sea 
beds, including the great Mapimi 
Basin, which charactenz.es northern 
Mexico One hundred million years 
agnail this territory was awash under 
I lie waters of a Cretaceous sea. the 
Mareol Tethis. 

The Institute maintains today a

NEW DELHI. India (UPI) 
— Two American anthropol 
ogists said Sunday an Indian 
Army's reported sighting of 
naked cave men who never 
discovered fire and live in 
Himalayan snows is ‘ as¬ 
tounding" and "inconceiva¬ 
ble."

Anthropologists Gerald D

and women eating raw meat 
because they never discov¬ 
ered fire.

In 
the words of de la Pena, who discov¬ 
ered the narrow bands of radio 
blackout, ' what we have here in the 
Silent Zone is a natural laboratory” 

UNESCO helps establish 
laboratory 

In fact, he Mexican government, in 
association with the United Nations 
Educational. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) has estab¬ 
lished just such a laboratory, devoted 
to learning more about the local bio¬ 
sphere. The Zone and surrounding ter¬ 
ritory has been declared a national 
wildlife preserve where no collecting 
or hunting is allowed. This helps pro¬ 
tect what is probably the area's most 
reknowned inhabitant, goplterus 
flavor marginal us. an endangered spe¬ 
cies of lnnd<lwelling tortoise which 
lives up to 200 years and may weigh as 
much as 40 pounds when fully grown. 
The Bolson, or yellow-margin, tortoise, 
is most clearly marked by the 
malarial yellow sclerotica of its eyes. 

Dr. Meada thinks the coloration 
may be an adaptation to the Zone's 
lightly filtered ultraviolet radiation, 
hut again, “this is only a theory and we 
don't really know,” he cautions. Ray 
l*awley. Curator of Reptiles for the 
Brookfield Zoo. came here in 1965 to 
study the tortoise in its natural habitat. 
"Of course most species of gopher us 
prefer dry land.” I»awley says, “but it is 
rather uncommon to find one in a cli¬ 
mate as arid as northern Mexico.” 

The predominating theory is that 
flavor marginal us probably evolved in 
situ, the descendant of great marine 
turtles which once swam a salt sea 
here. As the climate became 
increasingly drier, the tortoise lost its 
tail and webbed I eel. developing strung 
forearms ending in claws and suited 
lor burrowing in the sand where it 
carves out extensive excavations and 
from which it surfaces during the 
brief three month rainy season which 
strikes the desert. 

A visitor to the Zone will find a land 
of stark contrast and beauty perched 
precariously on the edge of civilization 
in the heart of Mexico's vaquero coun¬ 
try. Temperatures soar toward the cen¬ 
tury mark by day. only to plummet 
dramatically when night falls and the 
moon moves through a frosty necklace 
of stars All around the horizon is 
sharply scissored by the jagged peaks 
of mountains looking down on the 
white plans of a long dead sea Cactus 
and scraggly brush thrive here Black 
scorpions and huge tarantulas scuttle 
over the desert sands. 

Fellow travellers are rare, but they 
do come, drawn by the aura of the 
Zone's natural, if not supernatural, 
wonders The saucer-hunters have 
been here, leaving neatly lettered 
inscriptions like “The International 
Club of Friends and Admirers ol 
Extraterrestrial Beings” in red paint, 
followed by a Torreon telephone num¬ 
ber Another group, the School of Phi¬ 
losophy of the Zone of Silence, holds 
occasional weekend retreats in the 
area, the better to mediate. 

Whatever the truth of the saucer 
stories, it seems unlikely we have 
heard the last of the Zone of Silence.

Turtle Lake monster 
has given area status 


TURTLE LAKE, Sask. (CP) 

Depending on who you talk 
to. the Turtle Lake Monster is 
three lo nine metres long, 
smooth skinned or scaly, with 
or vi itivn.t a lin along its back 
and hie a face like a dug 
horse or a pig. 

Regardless of its ap 
pearanre. the monster has an 
honored place In local lore 
The legend ol the Turtle Lake 
Monster is printed on paper 
place-mats at the Northlander 
Inn situated on the southern 
lip ol the lake, about 240 
kilometres northwest ol 
Saskatoon. 

The inn serves monster 
burgers and Lyle Burkitt, 
operator of the Lakeview 
Store on the west shore, sells 
Turtle L ake Monster hats. 

Catherine Okanee, 84, has 
lived by the lake “off and on 
for 40 years.” She says many 
people have sworn they have 
teen the monster. 

“Near Indian Point (on the 
east shore), there are three 
places where It Is very deep, 
juat like an underground 
rivur,” aha says. “It was said 
If you was* around that area. 


you would never come back 
because the monster lived 
there." 

The majority of longtime 
residents sav they believe the 
monster is actually a giant 
sturgeon Northlander Inn 
waitress Stella Jacobsen 
believes the theory. 

'T've never seen the 
monster," she says T’ve 
never had that much to 
drink." 

But Ben Blatz heard so 
much about the shy beast dur¬ 
ing the four years he ran a 
lodge on the lake that he Is 
convinced something out of 
the ordinary lurks in the dep¬ 
ths 

Blatz, a 45-year-old former 
school teacher, recently began 
researching a book about the 
monster. He says there is no 
evidence of sturgeon in the 
lake and has another theory to 
explain the numerous 
sightings. 

He has researched the 
aquatic dinosaurs that lived In 
Saskatchewan millions of 
years ago when the province 
was covered by sea. He Is 
particularly Intrigued by the 


long- and short-necked 
plesiosaurs, reptiles that had 
long tails, four strong fins and 
small, smooth heads with a 
row of tiny, sharp teeth 

As the seas dried up, did the 
plesiosaurs retreat to the dep¬ 
ths oi Turtle Lake? Blatz says 
he has no scientific training 
that would allow him to make 
an educated guess. 

But he says his research 
also shows Turtle Lake Is 
similar to other lakes where 
monsters have been sighted. 
Like Loch Ness in Scotland 
and Okanagan Lake In British 
Columbia (home of the 
Ogopogo), Turtle Lake Is cold, 
deep and was once part ol a 
sea. 

Like the others. Turtle Lake 
does not give up Us dead, 
which Blatz says could explaip 
why a monster carcass has 
never been found. 

Obtaining good descriptions 


ol the beast Is not easy and 
Blatz knows of no photographs 
of It. He has had to rely on 
sketchy descriptions, like one 
given by a local bus driver 25 
years ago who said he saw 
something “too long to be a 
fish " 

Blatz has had to take some 
reported sightings with a 
grain of salt.

Sasquatch is derived from 
the word for "wild man of 
the woods" used by the 
Salish tribe in southwestern 
British Columbia. 

No material evidence for 
the existence of the sas¬ 
quatch has been found. No 
bones, hair, or remains of 
sasquatch bodies have been 
identified with certainty. 

However, thousands of 
people have claimed to have 
seen the sasquatch or found 
its footprints A woman in 
Florida said she saw a 
Bi jfool Iasi spring, and that 
it smelled like an un- 
coveiedsepli.' lank.' 

The museum says foot¬ 
prints have been found in 
two shapes, one like an hour¬ 
glass and the other like a 


flat-footed beast. But the 
footprints are always too 
perfectly formed to be really 
believable, the museum 
says. 

Indications of the ex¬ 
istence of the sasquatch "are 
at best circumstantial,” the 
museum says In a poster 
beside an artist’s conception 
of a sasquatch’s hairy arm 
and a leg disappearing 
behind a tree. 

“Most scientists have 
found it difficult to accept 
evidence for the existence ol 
the sasquatch, but many 
have kept an open mind." 

The museum also seems 
equivocal about kraken and 
other sea monsters. Some 
stories from the Middle Ages 
about them do seem 


outlandish — creatures with 
bodies two or three 
kilometres wide which could 
be mistaken for islands and 
which, when aroused, could 
swallow a sailing ship whole 

But most of the museum’s 
show on mythical animals is 
light-hearted. It makes no 
claim for belief in unicorns, 
those symbols of virgin puri¬ 
ty which have origins In In¬ 
dia and the Near East dating 
back long before classical 
Greece’s glorious times 
about 400 BC. 


Knights in the age of 
chivalry certainly went hun¬ 
ting them, and as late as the 
1600s in Europe the dust of a 
unicorn horn was said to be a 
potion against poisoning 
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
